An Act concerning the Conveyance of Eſtates. No 22. 


HERE As ſeveral old Acts made before the Uſurped Power took Preamble, 
Place in our Nation, much concerning the Quiet and peaceable En- 
joyment of the Poſſeſſions of the Inhabitants of this Iſland, and the clearing 
their Titles to the ſame, have been altered, and in ſome meaſure impaired, 
during thoſe Times ; and that the true Intent and Meaning of them are by 
many miſtaken or miſunderſtood : To the intent therefore that the reſpective 
Free-holders may be better informed touching the ſaid Laws, and of the Bene- 
fit belonging to them thereby, It is Ordained by the Preſident, Council, and Clauſe I.

HEREAS divers good Laws and Statutes have been heretofore made 
and Enacted in this Iſland, for the Amending, Repairing, and Keeping 
clean the Broad Paths and common High-ways within the ſame, and for ma- 
king New, and turning Old, where it mall be requiſite; which notwithſtand- 
ing through Remiſneſs, and want of due Execution, have not wrought the de- 
fired Effect: To the intent therefore it may be duly remedied for the future, 
ClauſeT. Be it Enacted and Ordained by the Preſident, Council, and Aſſembly, and by 
TheVeſtryto the Authority of the ſame, That in every Pariſh within this Iſland, the Veſtry- 
Ce men of the ſeveral and reſpective Pariſhes, or as many of them as ſhall then 
Free-bolders. meet, ſhall, within Ten Days after Publication hereof, and ever after, on the 
Third Monday in January in every Year, by Ten of the Clock in the Forenoon,

T is hereby Enacted, Publiſhed, and Declared, That whatſoever Perſon or 
Perſons that ſhall at any time hereafter wittingly or willingly burn or ſet on 

Fire any Sugar-Cane Field, or any other Place where Sugar-Canes do grow in 
any place within this Iſland, ſhall, for every ſuch Offence to be proved, receive 
Forty Laſhes upon his bare Back, and branded on the Forehead with an hot 
Iron, with the Letter N, and become Servant to the Party or Parties that ol 
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be ſo damnified by the Burning or ſetting on Fire the ſaid Sugar-Canes, for 
the Term of Seven Years. But whoſoever ſhall caſually do & ſame, ſhall 
be liable to make Reſtitution and Satisfaction to the Party ſo dainhified, ac- 
cording to the Nature and Quality of the Damage. 

PrxoviDeD, That this Statute extend not to any that ſhall burn or ſet on 
Fire their own Sugar-Cane Fields, fo that it be not prejudicial to any other. 

Ax p whereas ſeveral Fields of Canes and Paſture have of late been fired 
accidentally, by carrying of Fire, and ſmoaking of Tobacco in Paths whete

Ap foraſmuch as nothing conduceth more to the Peace and Proſperity of 
any Place, and the Protection of every ſingle Perſon therein, than that the 
Publick Revenue thereof may be in ſome meaſure proportioned to the Publick 
Charges and Expences; and alſo well weighing the great Charges that there 
mult be of Neceſſity, in the maintaining the Honour and Dignity of His Maje- 
ſty's Authority here, the Publick Meeting of the Seſſions, the often Attendance 
of the Council, the Reparation of the Forts, the Building a Seſſions-Houſe and 
a Priſon, and all other Publick Charges incumbent on the Government, do, 
in Conſideration thereof, give and grant unto His Majeſty, His Heirs and Suc-

HEREAS the Plantations and Eſtates of this Iſland cannot be fully preamble. 


great Numbers of Negroes and other Slaves: And foraſmuch as the ſaid Ne- 

oes and other Slaves brought unto the People of this Ifland for that pur- 
poſe, are of Barbarous, Wild, and Savage Natures, and ſuch as renders them 
wholly unqualified to be governed by the Laws, Cuſtoms, and Practices of 
our Nations: It therefore becoming abſolutely neceſſary, that ſuch other Con- 
ſtitutions, Laws, and Orders ſhould be in this Iſland framed and enacted for 
the good Regulating and Ordering of them, as may both reſtrain the Diſorders, 
Rapines, and Inhumanities to which they are naturally prone and inclined, 
with ſuch Encouragements and Allowances as are fit — needful to their Sup- 


port; that from both, this Iſland, through the Bleſſing of God thereon, may 


preſerved, His Majeſty's Subjects in their Lives and Fortunes ſecured, and 
the Negroes and other Slaves be well provided for, and guarded from the Cru- 
elties and Inſolencies of themſelves or other ill-tempered People or Owners: 
To which Purpofe, Be it Enacted and Ordained by the Right Honourable 
Edwin Stede, His Majeſty's Lieutenant Governor and Commander in Chief 
of this and other the Charibbee Iflands, the Honourable the Council, and Ge- 
neral Aſſembly of this Iſland, and by Authority of the ſame, That no Maſter, 
Miſtreſs, Commiſſioner, or Overſeer of any Family in this Iſland, ſhall give 
their Negroes or other Slaves leave on Sabbath-days, Holy-days, or any 
other time, to go out of their Plantations, except ſuch Negro or other Slave 
as uſually wait upon them at Home or Abroad, and wearing a Livery ; and 
no other Negro or Slave, except with a Ticket under the Maſter or Miſtreſs's 
Hand, or ſome other Perſon by his or her 8 ſpecifying the time 
allowed for his or her Return, upon Pain of forfeiting for every Negro or 
other Slave, ſo licenſed to go Abroad, Two Shillings and Six Pence Sterling;

Treaſury. And if any Maſter, Miſtreſs, Commiſſioner, or Overſeer of a Plan- 
tation, ſhall find any Negro or other Slave in their Plantation at any time 
without a Ticket, or Buſineſs from his ſaid Maſter, and doth not apprehend 
them, or endeavour fo to do; and having apprehended them, ſhall not puniſh 
them with a moderate Whipping, ſhall forfeit Ten Shillings Sterling, to be 
diſpoſed of, as aforeſaid, | 

Ax» for that as it is abſolutely neceſſary to the Safety of this Place, that 
all due Care be taken to reſtrain the Wandrings and Meetings of Negroes and 
other Slaves at all times, more eſpecially on Saturday Nights, Sundays, and 
other Holy-days, and their uſing and carrying of Clubs, Wooden Swords, or 
other miſchievous and dangerous Weapons, or uſing or keeping of Drums, 
Horns, or other loud Inſtruments, which may call together, or give Sign or 
Notice to one another of their wicked Deſigns and Purpoſes; and that all 
Maſters, Overſeers, and others, may be encouraged and enjoyned rg 
and carefully to prevent the ſame, Be it Enacted by the Authority aforeſaid, 
That it be lawful for all Maſters, Overſeers, and other Perſons whatſo- 
ever, to apprehend and take up any Negro or other Slave, that ſhall be found 
out of the Plantation of his or their Maſter or Owner at any time, eſpecially 
on Saturday Nights, Sundays, or other Holy-days, not being on lawful Buſi- 
neſs, and with a Letter from their Maſter, or a Ticket, or not having a White 
Man with them (except only fuch Negroes or other Slaves as uſually attend 
their Maſters, and have on a Livery) and the ſaid Negro, or other Slave or 


Slaves, correct by a moderate Whipping ; and after Notice given to their

managed, and brought into Uſe, without the Labour and Service of

Maſter, Owner, or Overſeer, him or them detain, until the ſaid Maſter, 
Owner, or Overſeer pay to the ſaid Perſon that took him up, Two Shillings 
and Six Pence for every ſuch Negro or other Slave, he making Oath before 
the next Juſtice of the Peace (if thereunto required) by the Owner of ſuch 


as alſo any Negro, or other Slave or Slaves, met or found out of the Planta- 
tion of his or their Maſter or Miſtreſs, though with a Letter or Ticket, if he 
or they be armed with ſuch Clubs, or other offenſive Weapons aforeſaid, him 
or them ſo diſarmed, take up and whip, and ſhall receive the ſame Reward, 
as aforeſaid, from the Maſter or Owner of ſuch Negro, or other Slave or Slaves; 
and whatſoever Maſter, Owner, or Overſeer ſhall permit or ſuffer his or their 
Negro, or other Slave or Slaves, at any time hereafter to beat Drums, blow 
Horns, or uſe any other loud Inſtruments, and ſhall not cauſe his Negro-Houſes 
once every Week to be diligently ſearched, and ſuch Inſtruments, if any be 
found, cauſe to be burned; or whoſoever ſhall ſuffer and countenance any 
publick Meeting or Feaſting of ſtrange Negroes or other Slaves in their Plan- 
tations, ſhall forfeit Fifty Shillings Sterling for every ſuch Offence, upon Con- 
viction or Proof, as aforeſaid : Provided an Information or other Suit be com- 
menced within One Month after Forfeiture thereof for the ſame. 

Ap be it further Enacted by the Authority aforeſaid, That every Overſeer 
of a Family in this Iſland ſhall cauſe all his Negro-Houſes to be ſearched dili- 
gently and effectually once every Fourteen Days for Fugitive and Run-away 
Slaves, Clubs, Wooden Swords, and other — — Weapons; and find- 
ing any ſo, to take them away, and cauſe them to be burned; as alſo for 
Clothes, Goods, and any other Things and Commodities that are not given them 
by their Maſter, Miſtreſs, Commander, or Overſeer, and honeſtly come by ; 
in whoſe Cuſtody they find any thing of that kind, and ſuſpe& or know to 
ſtoln Goods, the ſame they {hall ſeize and take into their Cuſtody ; and a full 
and ample Deſcription of the Particulars thereof in Writing, within Six Days 
after the Diſcovery thereof, to ſend to the Clerk of the Pariſh for the time 
being, who is hereby required to receive the ſame, and to enter upon it 
the Day of its Receipt, and the Particulars to file and keep to himſelf; and 
ſhall ſet upon the Poſts of the Church-Door a ſhort Brief that ſuch loſt Goods 
are found, whereby any Perſon that hath loſt his Goods may the better come 
to the Knowledge where they are, by further enquiring for ſtoln Goods, until 


and paid him Twelve Pence for the ſame ; by which, if the Clerk ſhall be 
convinced, that any part of the Goods certified to him to be found, appertains

AND for the more effectual detecting and puniſhing ſuch Perſons that trade 
with any Slaves for ſtoln Goods, Be it further Enacted, That where any Per- 
ſon ſhall be ſuſpected to trade, as aforeſaid, any Two Juſtices of the Peace, ot 
the Juſtices of the Quarter- Seſſions of the Peace, ſhall have Power to take from

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AN p be it further Enacted and Ordained, That if any Negro or Slave what- 
ſoever ſhall offer any Violence to any Chriſtian, by Striking, or the like, ſuch 
Negro or other Slave ſhall, for his or her firſt Offence, by Intormation given up- 
on Oath to the next Juſtice, be ſeverely whipped by the Conſtable, by Order of 
the ſaid Juſtice ; For his ſecond Offence of that nature, by Order of the Juſtice 
of Peace, he ſhall be ſeverely whipped, his Noſe ſlit, and be burned in ſome 
part of his Face with a hot Iron ; And for his third Offence he ſhall receive, b

AND it is hereby further Enacted, That all the Slaves within this Iſland ſhall 
have Clothes once every Year ( that is to ſay) Drawers and Caps for Men, 
and Petticoats and Caps for Women, upon Pain of forfeiting Five Shillings for 
each Slave that ſhall not be clothed, as aforeſaid, One Third to the Informer, 
the other Two Thirds to His Majeſty, for the Uſe of the Poor of the Pariſh 
where the Offender liveth. 

AND it is further Enacted by the Authority aforeſaid, That all Perſons who 
ſhall hereafter take up any Run-away or Fugitive Negro, or other Slave or 
Slaves, not knowing the Maſter or Owner of ſuch Negro or Slave, and ſhall 
bring them unto the Provoſt Marſhal, or his Deputy, Tall receive Ten Shil- 
lings — from the Treaſurer for the time being, who is hereby appointed 
to pay the ſame: And in caſe he ſhall refuſe to make the ſaid Payment upon 
Preſentment of the ſaid Negro, or other Slave or Slaves, and thereof Oath to 
be made before any Juſtice of the Peace, the ſaid Juſtice is hereby authorized 
and required to direct his Warrant to any Conſtable, to cauſe the Value there- 
of to be immediately levied out of the Goods of the ſaid Treaſurer, and the 
ſaid Goods to be delivered to the ſaid Party.

before he be duly delivered by a Diſcharge in Writing under the Hand of the 
aboveſaid Treaſurer, the Provoſt Marſhal ſhall pay unto him the aforeſaid Trea- 
ſurer, Eleven Shillings, and ſhall make further Satisfaction to the Owner, as by 
the Governor and Council ſhall be thought fit: And if the ſaid Provoſt Mar- 
thal ſhall ſuffer any Slave to be otherwiſe employed out of the Cage before 
due Delivery, as aforeſaid, he ſhall forfeit for each Slave ſo ſuffered, as afore- 
laid, to the Owner thereof, the Sum of Five Pounds Sterling. 
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An be it further Enacted by the Authority aforeſaid, That all ſuch Per- 
ſons as ſhall apprehend and bring down any Run-away Slave or Slaves to 
St. Michael's Town unto the Treaſurer for the time being, or to the Cage, 
ſhall, upon ſuch bringing down of ſuch Run-away Slave or Slaves, deliver 
upon Oath to the ſaid Treaſurer, or in caſe of his Sickneſs or Abſence, to any 
8 of the Peace, to be by him returned to the Treaſurer's Office ( before 

e ſhall receive the Conſideration before — an Account of his Name 
and Place of Abode, with the Time when, and Place where he appre- 
hended ſuch Fugitive Slave or Slaves; and that he knew of no Ticket the 
Negro had, nor the Owner of ſuch Negro or Slave, which the ſaid Treaſurer 
is hereby required to take and enter into a Book, to the intent that all Owners 
of Slaves may come to the right Knowledge and Underſtanding when their 
Slaves were apprehended, and by whom, and whether they might be wrong- 
fully taken up, or not; and that the Keeper of the Cage, at the Delivery of 
any Slaves, do take a Receipt of the Perſon to whom delivered, and there in- 
ſert the Mark or Deſcription of the Slave delivered. 

AN p whereas divers evil and ill-diſpoſed Perſons have hitherto attempted 
to ſteal away Slaves by ſpecious Pretence of promiſing them Freedom in ano- 
ther Country, againſt which pernicious Practices no Puniſhment ſuitable hath 
been yet provided ; Be it therefore Enacted 'and Ordained by the Authority 
aforeſaid, That what Perſon ſoever ſhall directly or indirectly, at any time 
after Publication hereof, tempt or perſwade any Negroes or other Slaves to 
leave their Maſters or Miſtreſſes Service to whom they are Slaves, out of an 
Intent and = to carry away any of them off this Iſland, or to conceal or 

entertain any of them upon this Iſland, or howſoever to defraud the ſaid Ma- 
ſters or Miſtreſſes of them, and be thereof convicted by their own Confeſſion, 
or the Oath of One credible witneſs, ſhall be by the Two next Juſtices of the 
Peace where the injured Perſon lives, whereof One to be of the Quorum, ad- 
judged to pay the Maſter of the ſaid Negro or other Slave Five and twen 
Pounds Sterling, to be levied as in the caſe of Servants Wages : But in caſe 
the Party offending ſhall not be found worth Lands, Goods, or Chattels, to 
the Value aforeſaid, then ſhall the Juſtice, for ſo long time as will recompenſe 
the Party injured for the Twenty five Pounds aforeſaid, adjudge him Ser- 
vant for Five Years to the Party injured, and ſo deliver him over to him, and 
make a Record thereof: But if any Man ſhall ſo tempt and practiſe with any 
Perſons, Negroes, or other Slaves, and them actually ſo attempted, convey 
away, or ſend off the Ifland, and be after apprehended and convicted for the 
ſame in this Iſland, he ſhall be, by the Two next Juſtices of the Peace, as 
aforeſaid, condemned to pay the Owner of ſuch Negro or other Slave, Three 
times the Value of him or them, and Execution for the ſame from the Two 
Juſtices to iſſue accordingly, as in the caſe of Servants Wages : And if the 
Perſon ſo offending has no Eſtate, then he ſhall be ordered by the Juſtices to 
ſerve the Party injured, as aforeſaid. | 
Ax p whereas many heinous and grievous Crimes, as Murders, Burglaries, 
Robbing in the High-ways, Rapes, Burning of Houſes or Canes, be many times 
committed by Negroes and other Slaves, and many times maliciouſly attempted 
by them to S committed, in which, though by divers Accidents they are 
prevented, yet are their Crimes nevertheleſs heinous, and therefore deſerve 
the like Puniſhment ; and alſo do many times ſteal wilfully, kill, maim, or 
deſtroy One or more Horſes, Mares, Geldings, Cattle, Sheep, or other Quick 
or Dead thing of the like Nature, and of the Value of Twelve Pence or above: 
And . times by attempting to ſteal from the Inhabitants of this Iſland, 
Stock, and other Goods before mentioned, of above or under the Value afore- 
ſaid, do put ſuch Inhabitants, or ſome of his Family in Terror, Dread, and 
Jeopardy of their Lives, which ſeveral Offenders for danger of Eſcape are not 


long to be impriſoned, and being brutiſh Slaves, deſerve not, for the 1 
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| of; their Condition, to be tried by the legal Tryal of Twelve Men of their 


Peers or Neighbourhood, which neither truly can be rightly done as the Sub- 
jects of England are, nor is Execution to be delayed towards them, in caſe of 
ſuch horrid Crimes committed: It is therefore Enacted and Ordained by the 
Authority aforeſaid, That when any ſuch Crime, as aforeſaid, ſhall be com- 
mitted, or attempted to be committed, by any Negroes, Slave or Slaves, and 
the ſaid Criminals be apprehended and —_— before any of His Majeſty's 
Juſtices of the Peace within this Iſland, and the Juſtices before whom the 
Criminals are brought, ſhall take Security for their Forth-coming, or ſend 
them to Priſon, and with all convenient Speed ſhall joyn with him the next 
Juſtice of the Peace; and theſe Two ſhall, by their Warrant or Precept, call 
to them Three able, good, and legal Free-holders of the Place neareſt where 
the ſaid Crimes were committed, and theſe Five Perſons, vis. the Two Ju- 
ſtices and the Three Free-holders, ſhall hear and examine all Evidences, Proofs 
and Teſtimonies, or by violent Circumſtances they ſhall find ſuch Negro, or 
other Slave or Slaves, Fullty thereof, they ſhall give Sentence of Death upori 
them accordingly, the ſaid Free-holders being firſt Sworn before the Two Ju- 
ſtices, who are hereby impowered to adminiſter the ſame, and forthwith by 
their Warrant cauſe Execution to be done upon ſuch Negro or Negroes, Slave 
or Slaves, by ſome Negro to be preſſed for that purpoſe by ſome Conſtable to 
be appointed by Warrant from the ſaid Juſtices, 

I T is further Provided, That if any Free-holder ſhall make Default to ap- 
pear upon ſuch Summons before the Juſtices as is before mentioned, or ap- 
pearing, refuſe to joyn with them, as is before appointed, and do ſhew no 
Cauſe tor ſuch Default, to be approved by the ſaid Juſtices, then the aforeſaid 

uſtices do ſet a Fine upon him of Fifty Shillings Sterling, forthwith by their 

arrant or Precept to the next Conſtable, or what Conſtable they ſhall think 
fit, to levy the ſame upon the ſaid Free-holders, their Goods or Chattels ac- 
cordingly. And if any Perſon {hall ſend off his Negro that hath killed ano- 
ther, he ſhall pay unto the Maſter of ſuch Negro the Value of ſuch Negro ſo 
killed, as aforeſaid. 

AND in regard great Miſchiefs daily happen by the Petty Larcenies, com- 
mitted alſo by the Negroes and Slaves of this Iſland, Be it therefore Enacted 
by the Authority aforeſaid, That if any Negro or other Slave ſhall hereafter 
ſteal or deſtroy any Goods, Chattels, and Proviſions, Canes, or green Corn 
whatſoever, of any other Perſons than his Maſter's or Miſtreſs's, being under 
the Value of Twelve Pence, every Negro or other Slave ſo offending, and 
being brought before ſome Juſtice of the Peace of this Iſland, upon Complaint 
of the Party injured, and ſhall be adjudged guilty by Confetſion, Proof, or 
probable Circumſtances, ſuch Negro or Slave ſo offending ( excepting Children, 
whoſe Puniſhment is left wholly to the Diſcretion of the ſaid Juſtice ) ſhall be 


| adjudged by ſuch Juſtice to be publickly and ſeverely whipped, not ex- 


ceeding Forty Laſhes ; and the ſaid Juſtice ſhall order and cauſe the Owner of 
ſuch Negro or other Slave to make Satisfaction to the Party injured ; and if 
ſuch Negro or other Slave, puniſhed, as aforeſaid, be afterwards found guilty 
of the like Crimes aforeſaid, under the Value of Twelve Pence, as aforeſaid, 
he or they, for ſuch his or their ſecond Offence, ſhall, by Order of the Juſtice 
of Peace before whom ſuch Complaint and Proof is made, have his or their 
Noſes lit, and be branded in the Forehead with a hot Iron, that the Mark 
thereof may remain; and the ſaid Juſtices ſhall order the Owner of ſuch Ne- 
gro or other Slave to make Satisfaction to the Party injured, double the Value 
of what his Loſs ſhall appear: And if fuch Negro or other Slave after the ſe- 
cond time, as aforeſaid, be accuſed of Petty Larceny, or of any of the Offen- 
ces before mentioned, ſuch Negro or other Slave ſhall be tried in ſuch manner 
as Murder, Burglary, Gc. are provided for to be tried; and if ſuch Negro 
or other Slave as ſhall be tried, ſhall be found guilty a third time of = the

Offences afore-mentioned, then ſuch Negro or other Slave for that third Offence, 
ſhall be adjudged to ſuffer Death, in the manner as is appointed in Caſes of 
Murder, as aforeſaid, or other Puniſhments as the ſaid Juſtices ſhall think fir, 
And in caſe the ſaid Juſtices and Free-holders, and any or either of them, ſhall 
neglect or refuſe to perform the Duties by this A& required of them, they 
{hall ſeverally, for ſuch their reſpective Defaults, forfeit the juſt Sum of Five 
and twenty Pounds Sterling. 

AND it is further Enacted, Ordained, and Publiſhed by the Authority afore- 
ſaid, That if any Negroes or other Slaves {hall make Mutiny or Inſurrection, 
or riſe in Rebellion againſt this Place or People, or make Preparation of Arms, 
Powder, Bullets, or Offenſive Weapons, or hold any Council or Conſpiracy 
of, or raiſing Mutiny or Rebellion againſt this Iſland, as hath been Rn 
attempted, that then, for ſpeedy Remedy thereof, the Governor of the Iſland, 
or Superior Officer for the time being, appoint a Colonel, and the Field Off- 
cers of the Regiment of this Iſland, or any Four of them, to meet in Council, 
and proceed by the Martial Law againſt the Actors, Contrivers, Raiſers, Fo- 
menters, and Concealers of ſuch Mutiny or Rebellion, and them puniſh by 
Death or other Pains, as their Crimes ſhall deſerve, as to the aforeſaid Colo- 
nel and Field Officers, or any Four of them, ſhall ſeem fit. 

N ow foraſmuch as the Loſs of the Negroes and other Slaves that ſhall ſuf- 
fer Death by this Act, would prove ſo heavy for the Owner of them only to 
bear, and that the Owners of Negroes may not be diſcouraged to detect and 
diſcover the Offences of their Negroes, — that the Loſs may be born by the 
Publick, whoſe Safety by ſuch Puniſhments is hereby provided for and intend- 
ed; Be it Enacted and Ordained by the Authority aforeſaid, That in all Ca- 
ſes whatſoever, where any Negro or other Slave, by the Appointment and 
Proviſion of this Act, ſhall ſuffer Death, then ſhall ſuch Juſtices and Free-holders, 
Colonel and Field Officers, who adjudged ſuch Negro or other Slave to ſuffer 
Death, immediately after Sentence thereof given, enquire by the beſt Means 
they are able, of the Value of ſuch Negro or other Slave, in which Value they 
ſhall never exceed the Sum of Five and twenty Pounds Sterling for any One 
Negro or other Slave, and alſo the Damage of the Party injured, and make 
Certificate thereof to the Treaſurer for the time being, therein requiring the 
ſaid Treaſurer to pay out of the Value of the ſaid Negro or Negroes, the Va- 
lue of the Damage to the Party injured, and the Overplus, if any be, to the 
Owner or Owners of ſuch Negro or other Slaves; and if there be no Pa 
injured, then the whole Value to the Owner or Owners of the ſaid Negroes 
or other Slaves; and if there be no Party injured, then the whole Value of 
the Danger or Dangers of the ſaid Negro or other Slave out of the Publick 
Treaſury of this Ifland, 

Bor in regard there are ſome Maſters and Owners of Negroes and other 
Slaves in this Iſland, who do not make ſufficient Conſcience of providing what 
is neceſlary for their Negroes or other Slaves, or allowing them time to plant 
or provide for themſelves ; for which Cauſe ſuch Negroes or other Slaves are 
neceſſitated to commit Crimes contrary to the Law ; and yet the Safety of 
this Iſland requiring, that ſuch Negroes and other Slaves ſhall ſuffer as the 
Law hath appointed, rather than the poor Inhabitants of this Ifland be ruined, 
and driven from hence by their means: That therefore ſuch Maſters and 
Owners of Negroes and other Slaves, whoſe Neglect of Negroes and other 
Slaves makes them in ſome meaſure guilty of their Crimes, may not be coun- 
tenanced therein at the Charge of the Publick, Be it hereby 2 Enacted 
by the Authority aforeſaid, That the Juſtices and Free-holders appointed, as 
aforeſaid, to enquire into the Value of ſuch Negro or other Slave as they ſhall 
ſentence to Death, ſhall alſo further enquire, by Witneſſes examined on 
their Oaths, or by their good Information, Low the Owner or Owners of ſuch 
Negro or other Slave condemned, as aforeſaid, was provided with My 
an 
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and other Neceſſaries, and what Allowances thoſe Negroes and other Slaves 
had received: And if it ſhall appear to the faid Juſtices and Free-holders, or 
the major part of them, that the ſaid Maſter or Owner had not provided rea- 
ſonably, and as is generally accuſtomed for Negroes and other Slaves, and that 
Neceſſity might have compelled the ſaid Negro or other Slave to the Offences 
they have committed, then, and in that caſe, the Juſtices and Free-holders, as 
aforeſaid, ſhall certifie the ſame to the Treaſurer aforeſaid, and only appoint 
the ſaid Treaſurer to pay the Damage to the _ injured out of the Value 
of the ſaid Negro or other Slave, and nothing to ſuch Maſter or Owner: And 
if the Treaſurer for the time being ( having ſufficient Publick Stock in his 
Hands) ſhall fail to make Satisfaction and 1 to ſuch Maſter or Owner 
of any Negro or other Slave, he having the Governor's Warrant for the ſame, 
the Party injured ſhall have an Action of Debt, upon ſuch Certificate, as afore- 
ſaid, againſt the ſaid Treaſurer in the Court of Common-Pleas for the Pre- 
cincts of St. Michael's, &c. And the Treaſurer being thereto duly ſummoned, 
ſhall, at the firſt Court after Summons, plead and come to Tryal, or elſe 
. to paſs againſt him by Default; and after Judgment, Execution im- 
mediately to. iſſue for Satisfaction. 

AND in regard the Planters Neceſſity doth compel them, for the Manage- 
ment only of their Lands, to keep ſo vaſt a Stock of Negroes and other Slaves, 
whoſe deſperate Lives and great Numbers become dangerous to them, and all 
other the Inhabitants ; that therefore ſuch who are not bound up by that Ne- 
ceſſity in having Plantations of their own, and hired Land, may not increaſe 
the Danger to this Iſland, by keeping Negroes or other Slaves to hire out to 
others, Be it therefore Enacted by the Authority aforeſaid, That no Perſon of 
the Hebrew Nation reſiding in any Sea-Port Town of this Ifland, ſhall keep 
or employ any Negro or other Slave, be he Man or Boy, for any Ule or Ser- 
vice whatſoever, more than One * or other Slave, Man or Boy, to be 
allowed to each of the Perſons of the ſaid Nation, except ſuch as are denizen d 
by His Majeſty's Letters Patents, and not otherwiſe, who are to keep no more 
than for their own Uſe, as ſhall be approved by the Governor, Council, and 
Aſſembly : And if any Negro, Man or Boy, more than is before allowed by 
this Act, ſhall be found Three Months after Publication hereof, in the Cuſto- 
dy, Poſſeſſion, or Uſe of any the Perſons aforeſaid, then every ſuch Perſon or 
Perſons ſhall forfeit ſuch Negro or other Slave; one Moiety of the Value 
thereof tro whomſoever ſhall inform, and the other Moiety to His Majeſty, to 
the Uſes in this Act appointed. | 

AND whereas divers Negroes and other Slaves at this preſent are, and have 
been long ſince run away into Woods and other Faſtneſſes of this Ifland, doing 
continually much Miſchief to the Inhabitants of this Iſland, hiding themſelves 
ſometimes in one Place, and ſometimes in another, ſo that they are not to be 
found without much Difficulty ; Be it therefore Enacted, That from and after 
Publication hereof, it ſhall and may be lawful for any Juſtice of the Peace, 
Conſtable, or Captain of a Company, within this Ifland, that ſhall have Notice 
of the Reſidency or Hiding-place of any Run-away Negroes, or other Fugitive 
Slaves, to raiſe and arm any number of Men, not exceeding Twenty, to ap- 
prehend and take them, eich 
Slave that they ſhall take alive, having run away above Six Months from his 
Maſter, they ſhall receive Fifty Shillings Sterling; and for every Negro or 
other Slave that they ſhall take alive, having been run away above Twelve 
Months, Five Pounds from the Maſter or Commanders of the ſaid Negro 
or other Slave; if killed in taking, they ſhall receive Fifty Shillings Sterling 
_ the Publick ; any Act or Statute heretofore to the contrary notwith- 
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AND it is further Enacted and Ordained by the Authority aforeſaid, That 
if any Negro or other Slave under Puniſhment by his Maſter, or his Order, 
for running away, or any other Crimes or Miſdemeanors towards his ſaid 
Maſter, unfortunately ſhall ſuffer in Life or Member, which ſeldom happens, 
no Perſon whatſoever {hall be liable to any Fine therefore: But if any Man 
ſhall of Wantonneſs, or only of Bloody-mindedneſs, or Cruel Intention, wil- 
fully kill a Negro or other Slave of his own, he ſhall pay into the Publick 
Treaſury Fifteen Pounds Sterling; but if he ſhall ſo kill another Man's, he 
ſhall pay to the Owner of the Negro, double the Value, and into the Pub- 
lick Treaſury, Twenty five Pounds Sterling ; and he ſhall further, by the next 
Juſtice of the Peace, be bound to the good Behaviour during the Pleaſure of 
the Governor and Council, and not be liable to any other Puniſhment or For- 
feiture for the ſame ; neither is he that kills another Man's Negro or other 
Slave by Accident, liable to any other Penalty but the Owners Action at 
Law. But if any poor ſmall Free-holder or other Perſon kill a Negro or 
other Slave by Night, out of the Road or Common Path, and ſtealing, or 
attempting to ſteal his Proviſion, Swine, or other Goods, he ſhall not be ac- 
* for it; any Law, Statute, or Ordinance to the contrary notwith- 
ſtanding. 

A * be it further Enacted by the Authority aforeſaid, That all the Fines 
and Forfeitures ariſing by this Act, ſhall be to His Majeſty for the Uſe of this 
Iſland, according to 25 Uſes and Proportion that in the aforeſaid Clauſes are 
reſpectively appointed; and ſuch thereof as are not otherwiſe limited and ap- 
pointed in this Act, as are above the Sum of Five Pounds Sterling, ſhall be 
recovered by Bill, Plaint, or Information, in any of His Majeſty's Courts of 
Record within this Iſland; and ſuch as are of the Sum aforeſaid, or under, 
{hall be recovered before any Juſtice of the Peace within this Iſland, who is 
hereby required to grant Execution for the ſame, as in the caſe of Servants 
Wages ; provided the ſame be commenced within Thirty Days after the ſame 
be forfeited. 

And Laſily, To the intent this Act, and every Clauſe and Branch thereof, 
may receive full Execution, and no Perſon plead Ignorance therein, It is En- 
acted and Ordained by the Authority aforeſaid, That this Act be read and pub- 
liſhed in all the reſpective Pariſh-Churches in this Iſland the Firſt Sunday in 
February, and the Firſt Sunday in Auguſt, in every Year enſuing, 

AN p be it further Enacted by the Authority aforeſaid, That all Acts here- 
toſore made concerning or any ways relating to the Governing of Negroes, 
Enacted before the Date of this Act, ſhall be Repealed, and are hereby Re- 
pealed to all Intents and Purpoſes whatſoever.

admitted to ſet and judge in the aforeſaid Matters, until he hath firſt taken the 
following Oath : 


OU do Swear, That you will, according to the beſt of your Skill, Conſcience, 
and Judgment, do equal Right, Law, and Juſtice to Their Majeſites, and 
all Their Subjefts and People, both Rich and Poor, without Favour or Affection, 
Hatred or Malice, or having Regard to any Perſon whatſoever, that hath any 
Matter, Cauſe, or Thing at any time depending before you. 


So help you God, &c. 


WI ck ſaid Oath the Governor for the time being is hereby impowered to 
adminiſter to each Member that is to ſet and determine in the Matters aforeſaid. 

AN p be it further Provided by the Authority aforeſaid, That whereas his 
Excellency is, by the Laws of this Ifland, greatly entruſted in determining all 
the Matters aforeſaid, and of Conſequence is become included in the Oath 
aforeſaid, and there being no ſufficient Authority to adminiſter unto him the 
ſaid Oath, Be it Enacted, That his Excellency taking the ſame Oath of his own 
Adminiſtration, ſhall be as effectual Compliance with this Act, as if done by 
a Dedimus ſpecially obtained therefore.

HEREAS ſundry of the Negroes and Slaves of this Iſland have been 
long preparing, contriving, and deſigning a moſt horrid, bloody, dam- 
nable, and deteſtable Rebellion, Maſſacre, Aſſaſſination, and Deſtruction by 
them to be committed, done, and perpetrated upon and againſt all the White 
Inhabitants hereof : But before this ſhould be effected, it hath pleaſed Almigh- 
ty God to give us a gracious Deliverance by a miraculous Diſcovery thereof; To 
the end ſuch barbarous Purpoſes and Practices may be prevented for the future, 
and that ſuch Negroes and Slaves as are not infected and drawn in by the wick- 
ed and deviliſh Inſtigations of others, may not be excited thereto, nor pervert- 
ed in point of their Obedience, but may be encouraged to continue orderly 
and quietly, and diſcover, ſo ſoon as ſhall come to their Knowledge, any De- 
ſign, Purpoſe, or Intent of any Negro or other Slave, to commit or abet any 
Inſurrection or Rebellion, Be it Enacted by his Excellency Colonel James 
Kendal, Captain General and Chief Governor of this and other the Charibbee 
Iſlands, the Honourable the Council, and General Aſſembly of this Ifland, and 
by the Authority of the ſame, That whatſoever Negro or Slave ſhall, after 
Publication hereof, hear any other Negro or Slave ſpeak or utter any Words

Gunpowder, Ball, Sword, Lance, or other Warlike Inſtrument, than what are 


allowed for Watching, or other Service of the Country, and ſhall forthwith diſ- 
cover the ſame to any Juſtice of the Peace of this Iſland, the ſaid Juſtice ſhall joyn 
himſelf to the next Juſtice of the Peace, and they Two are hereby impowered

Preamble, HEREAS an Act of this Iſland, Intituled, An Act for Binding and 
Ordering poor Apprentices, dated the Third Day of Oclober, One 
thouſand fix hundred eighty and eight, hath of late been much controverted, 
and ſome Queſtion and Scruple moved thereon, whether any Perſon, being 
within the Age of One and twenty Years, and bound to ſerve as an Apprentice, 
can be obliged by Indenture for a longer Term or Time than until ſuch _ 
prentice arrive to the Age of Twenty one Years; which Diſputes and Diffe- 
rences of Opinions often happening een the Magiſtrates of this Iſland by 
the Abſence of their Apprentices, and the vexatious Suits they have brought 
againſt them by their Apprentices for their Freedom, which if not timely pro- 
vided for, may prove of great Detriment to the Proſperity of this Place : For 
Clauſe I. the Reſolution of the ſaid Scruple and Doubt, Be it Enacted by the Preſident,

peculiarly the Duty and Profeſſion of God's holy Miniſters the Clergy, to pro- 
mote the one, and ſuppreſs the other, who, for want of a competent Mainte- 
nance by the Law of this Iſland to be aſcertained and allotted them, have not 
been ſufficiently enabled to diſcharge their Duties ſo faithfully and impartially

Lands, the Incumbents thereof are not Free-holders according to the Laws and 
Statutes of this Ifland, and therefore it hath been doubted whether Miniſters 
under ſuch Circumſtances may be legally elected asVeſtry-men : To put an end 
to all ſuch Scruples, Be it Enacted by the Authority aforeſaid, That notwith- 
ſtanding any Law or Uſage to the contrary, every Orthodox Miniſter of the 

Church of England within this Ifland, though he have no Free-hold, ſhall be, 
Virtute Officii, of the Veſtry, which, from and after Publication hereof, ſhall 
always conliſt of Seventeen Perſons, provided the Miniſter be One; otherwiſe, 
vis. when any Pariſh ſhall want a Miniſter, Sixteen Free-holders, or the 
major part of them, ſhall always be eſteemed a legal Veſtry, as heretofore hath 
been accuſtomed ; and that from and after Publication hereof, no Veſtry ſhall 
be held without the Incumbent of the Pariſh, it any be thereunto preſented 
and inducted, Sickneſs or Neglect of coming, after due Notice given him, or 
being abſent from the Iſland, always excepted. 

AND for the further Encouragement of all good and pious Men exerciſing 
the Miniſterial Functions of the Holy Church, Be it Enacted by the Authority 
aforeſaid, That the Rector or Incumbent of every Pariſh ſhall and may ask, 
demand, and receive, to his own Uſe, as Perquiſites, the reſpe&ive Sums here- 
after mentioned, viz. For every Marriage in the Church, Five Shillings ; and 
in other Places, Twenty e For every Funeral in the Church- yard, 
Five Shillings: For every Funeral in the Church, Twenty Shillings: For every 
Funeral in the Chancel, Fifty Shillings: For every Sermon preached at Fune- 
rals, Forty Shillings, current Money of this Iſland; to be recovered by War- 
rant from any of Her Majeſty's Juſtices of the Peace, as in caſe of Money for 
Labourers Hire and Work done.

- eſtabliſhing the Courts of Common-Pleas in this Iſland, the ſeveral Days 
on which the reſpective Courts of Common-Pleas in this Ifland ſhall be held, 
are limited and appointed, and amongſt the reſt, the Court of Common-Pleas 
for the Precin&s of St. Michael is appointed to be kept on the Wedneſday,

ceeded againſt according to Law; and in caſe the ſaid Conſtables or Watches 
within the Towns of St, Michael and Aten {hall find any Perſon or Perſons actu- 
ally breaking open any Houſe or Houſes, or endeavouring to break open any 
Houſe or Houſes, or fire the ſame ; or if any Perſon ſhall with Force and Vio- 
lence reſiſt and oppoſe the ſaid Conſtables and Watches within the Hours be- 
fore appointed, in the ſaid Towns of St. Michael and Spights, it ſhall and may 
be lawful to kill or deſtroy them ſo acting or reſiſting, as aforeſaid, if they can- 
not be otherwiſe apprehended; and if any ſuch Perſons, ſo acting, ſhall make 
their Eſcape, the ſaid Conſtables and Watches are to cauſe Hue and Cry to be 
made after them, that they may be taken and dealt with according to Law and 
Juſtice. And the ſaid Conſtables and Watches are further hereby required 
to take care and prevent all Diſorders within the ſaid Towns of St. Michael 
- Sprghts, according to the Laws and Statutes of England, and Laws of this 

and, 
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AN be it further Enacted and Ordained by the Authority aforeſaid, That 
no Perſon or Perſons whatſoever within the ſaid Towns of St. Michael and 
Spights, ſhall for the future throw at any time, by Day or Night, into any 
Street, Lane, Alley, or other Place within the ſaid Towns, any Dung, ſtink- 
ing Proviſions, Sweepings of their Houſes, or other Nuſances whatſoever, un- 
der the Penalty of forfeiting for every ſuch Offence the Sum of Twenty Shil- 
lings 1 to be recovered before the next Juſtice, as in caſe of Servants

A Np whereas the Number of Inhabitants within the Two Towns of Oiſtines 
and the Hole are but few, ſo that there cannot be appointed a ſufficient Num- 
ber of Conſtables in each Town to attend the Watches in the ſaid Towns every 
Night, nor many Perſons to be upon the Watches in the ſaid Two Towns ; 
Be it therefore Enacted by the Authority aforeſaid, That the Conſtables ap- 
pointed in each of the ſaid Towns of Oiſtines and the Hole, are hereby required 
to appoint and cauſe the ſeveral Diviſions of Houſes in each of the ſaid Towns; 
and the Perſons ſo ſent each Night are to begin their Watch at Nine of the 
Clock every Night, and to continue until Five of the Clock next Morning ;

the Habitation of the Conſtable of the Town, or ſome Juſtice of the Peace;

And 
it is the true Intent and Meaning of this Act, That the ſeveral Watches in the

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AN p be it further Enacted by the Authority aforeſaid, That if any Juſtice, 
Church-warden, or Veſtry-men, ſhall not pertorm the Duty required of them 
by this Law, without a juſt Excuſe to be allowed of by the major part of the 
Juſtices of the Quarter-Seſſions, he ſhall forfeit and pay, by Order of the ſaid

Ax p whereas Matroſſes under Pay, and the Serjeants belonging to the Six 
Companies in the Town of St. Michael, do frequently Duty in the Militia, 
and for ſuch Reaſon have been formerly exempted from ſerving on the Night- 
Watches; Be it Enacted by the Authority aforeſaid, That the Matroſſes afore- 
ſaid, and Serjeants of the {aid Companies, and every of them, are hereby ex- 
empted and excuſed from doing any Duty on the Watches or Guard with the 
Conſtables; any thing in this Law to the contrary notwithſtanding. 

AN p be it further Enacted by the Authority aforeſaid, That the Clerk of 
the Crown, or his Deputy for the time being, is hereby enjoyned and required 
to attend the reſpective Seſſions of the Juſtices by this Act impowered, to con- 
vene, and make Record of ſuch Proceedings as ſhall be then and there, from 
time to time, had and done.

mander in Chief of this Iſland for the time being, and that afterwards the ſaid 
Aſſiſtants have been ſworn before the ſaid Chiet Judge in open Court : And 
whereas it hath frequently happened, that after the ſaid Chiet Judge hath been

W HERE AS by a late Act of this Iſland, bearing Date the Twenty 
ſeventh Day of April, One thouſand ſeven hundred and two, Intituled, 
An Act to ſecure the peaceable Poſſeſſion of Negroes and other Slaves to the Inha- 
bitants of this Iſland, and to prevent and 2 clandeſtine and illegal Detinue 
of them, a certain Oath was appointed to be taken by all Executors, Admini- 
ſtrators, and Guardians, before Letters Teſtamentary, Letters of Adminiſtra- 
tion, or Letters of Guardianſhip, ſhould be granted unto them; which Act 
being diſallowed of by Her moſt Excellent Majeſty by Her Order in Council, 
bearing Date at the Court at St. Fames's the Twenty ſtxth Day of June, One 


thouſand ſeven hundred and fix, no Executor, Adminiſtrator, and Guardian, can 
at preſent be compelled to take the ſaid Oath, or any other Oath, for want 
whereof the Inhabitants of this Iſland may be greatly prejudiced in their Inter- 
eſts: Be it therefore Enacted by his Excellency Mitford Crowe, Eſq; Her Ma- 
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jeſty's Captain General and Governor in Chief of the Iſlands of Barbadoet, 
Sancta Lucia, Dominico, St. Vincent, and the reſt of the Iſlands, Colonies, and 
Plantations in America, lying and being to Windward of Guardeloupe, which 
now are, or hereafter ſhall be under Her Majeſty's Subjection and Govern- 
ment, the Honourable the Members of Her Majeſty's Council, and the Gene- 
ral Aſſembly of this Iſland, and by the Authority of the ſame, That from and

Negro or other Slave to behave themſelves couragiouſly againſt the Enemy, 
Be it Enacted by his Excellency Mitford Growe, Eſq; Captain General and 
Commander in Chief of this and other the Charibbee Iflands, lying and being 
to Windward of Grardeloupe, the Honourable the Members of Her Majeſty's 
Council, and the General Aſſembly of this Iſland, and by the Authority of the 
ſame, That my Negro or other Slave within this Ifland, who in time of 
Invaſion by Her Majeſty s Enemies, or other Attempt to be made on this Iſland, 
ſhall engage and ee way behave himſelf in time of Battle, ſo as to kill 
any One of the Enemy, the ſaid Negroes or other Slaves, and every of them, 
upon due Proof thereof made before One of Her Majeſty's Juſtices of the

ſhall likewiſe the Commiſion of Goal Delivery, and Commiſſion of the Peace. 

AN p for the more regular Holding the ſaid Seſſions, The Governor or Com- 
mander in Chief for the time being, by and with the Advice of the Council, 
ſhall give Notice to all and every the Inhabitants by his Precept or Writ, di- 
rected to ſome one Member of the Council reſiding in each Pariſh ; but if it 
happen that no Counſellor dwell therein, then to ſome one Juſtice of the Peace 
in every Pariſh, to be publiſhed in the ſeveral Pariſh-Churches within this 
Iſland Three ſeveral Sundays before the Holding of the ſame ; which faid 
Counſellor or Juſtice of the Peace ſhall therein be required in Her Majeſty's 
Name to appoint, nominate, and ſummon Six good and lawful Men of the 
moſt able and ſubſtantial Free-holders of the ſaid Pariſh, being ſuch as are not 
of the Aſſembly, or immediately in the Commiſlion as Field-Officers, at the 
Time and Place nominated and publiſhed when and where it is to be holden, 
to repair to the ſaid Seſſions, and there give their Attendance, to do ſuch Ser- 
vices in Her Majeſty's behalf as ſhall be then and there required of them, and 
thence not to depart till they be diſcharged by the ſaid Court; out of which 
Free-holders ſo to be returned, as aforeſaid, Juries ſhall be appointed in Court 
to ſerve at the ſaid Seſſions, and the Return of the faid Jurors, as aforeſaid, 
ſhall be, to all Intents and Purpoſes, as good and ſufficient in the Law, as if 
they had been returned by any other Perſon or Perſons, or in any other man-

AnDÞ be it further Enacted by the Authority aforeſaid, That the ſeveral ſu-

HEREAS ſundry Perſons do daily ſend their Negroes and other 
Slaves to the ſeveral Towns in this Iſland and other Places, to ſell and 
diſpoſe of all ſorts of Quick Stock, Corn, Fruit, Pulſe, and other things, under 
colour of which they traffick among themſelves, and buy, receive, and diſpoſe 
of all ſorts of ſtoln Goods, to the great Damage of the Inhabitants of this Place : 
For Remedy whereof, and to the Intent poor People and Servants may not 
want Employment and Encouragement, Be it Enacted by his 3 Mit- 
ford Cote, Eſq; Captain General and Governor in Chief of this and other the 
Charibbee Iſlands, lying and being to Windward of Guardeloupe, the Honour- 
able the Members of Her . Council, and the General Aſſembly of this

Iſland, and by the Authority of the ſame, That from and after . 
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this Act, no Perſon or Perſons whatſoever ſhall ſend or employ any Negro or

AN o be it further Enacted by the Authority aforeſaid, That if any White 
Perſon or Perſons ſhall undertake to go with any Negro or Negroes, Slave or 
Slaves, or ſhall by. any means ſuffer him or her ſelf to be procured to go with 
any Negro or other Slave, to diſpoſe of any Goods whatſoever, without the 
Conſent of the Owner of ſuch Negro or Slave, ſuch White Perſon or Perſons,

AN D whereas many Huckſters and other Perſons in this Iſland have, not- 
withſtanding the Forfeitures and Penalties of ſeveral Laws heretofore made 
againſt the trading with Negroes, ſtill cunningly held and privately carried on 
a private Correſpondence with them, and thereby very much encouraged Thefts 
and Robberies, to the great Damage of many of the Inhabitants of this Iſland: 
And whereas it is impoſſible altogether to diſcourage and find out ſuch evil 
Practices, without there be ſome fit Perſons appointed to diſcover, make known, 
and proſecute all ſuch Perſons, as aforeſaid ; Be it therefore Enacted by the 
Authority aforeſaid, That within Twenty Days after the Publication of this Act, 
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the Clerk of the Markets of this Ifland ſhall, and is hereby required to hire 
annually Two able Men, who ſhall be allowed and paid out of the Publick 
Treaſury of this Ifland, the Sum of Fifteen Pounds current Money of this Iſland 
each per Annum; and ſuch Perſons ſo to be appointed, ſhall have full Power 
and Authority to 2 any Negro or Negroes that come into the ſaid

ORASMUCH as the Eſtates and Plantations of this Ifland are chiefly 

managed and ſupported by the Labour and Service of Negroes and other 
Slaves, and therefore are equally valuable to the Inhabitants as Lands, and 
ought to be under as great Regard and Security in Law, and that what ſhall 
be adjudged a lawful Poſſeſſion of them may be aſcertained, and that all pri- 
vate, concealed, covert, clandeſtine, cunningly defigned, and illegal Poſſeſſions 
may be duly puniſhed, and for the future prevented ; Be it Enacted by his 
Excellency Mitford Crowe, Eſq; Her Majeſty's Captain General and Governor 
in Chief of the Iſlands of Barbadoes, Sancta Lucia, Dominico, St. Vincent, and 
the reſt of the Iſlands, Colonies, and Plantations in America, lying and being to 
Windward of Guardeloupe, which now are, or hereafter ſhall be under Her Maje- 
ſty's Subjection and Government, (5c. the Honourable the Members of Her Maje- 
ſty's Council, and the General Aſſembly of this Iſland, and by the Authority of the 
ſame, That all and every Perſon and Perſons whatſoever, who have had an open, 
clear, free, and notorious Poſſeſſion of any Negro or Negroes, Slave or Slaves, 
for the Space of Three Months together before the Date of this Act, account- 
ing only Eight and twenty Days to each Month, and who gained ſuch Poſſeſſion

ExcEPTiNG and always Provided, That all and every Perſon or Perſons, 
who have any juſt Right to fuch Negroes or Slaves, is, nor ſhall be by this Act, 
hor any thing therein contained, barred or forecloſed, injured or prejudiced, in 
the juſt Recovery of his legal Right to ſuch Negro or Negroes, Slave or Slaves, 
by due Courſe of Law or Equity; and all other Poſſeſſions, which ſhall not be 
in manner as before is expreſſed, without Covin, Contrivance, unjuſt Deſign, 
or Fraud, are hereby declared and ſhall be adjudged an illegal Poſſeſſion, and 
a Concealing, Harbouring, and unjuſt Detaining, contrary to Law, and the 
true Intent and Meaning of this Act. 

AN p therefore be it Enacted, and it is Enacted, Ordained, and Declared by 
the Authority aforeſaid, That if any Perſon or Perſons, from and after the Pub- 
lication of this Act, ſhall knowingly maintain, keep, harbour, conceal, or detain 
any Negro or Negroes, Slave or Slaves, in ſuch ſecret, clandeſtine, and illegal 
manner, as aforeſtid, all and every ſuch Perſon or Perſons, who is or are in 
ſuch caſe injured or grieved, and have, or {hall have their Negroes or Slaves 
ſo detained from him, her, or them, are hereby fully impowered to make his, 
her, or their Complaint to any of the Two neareſt or neighbouring Juſtices of 
the Peace (One whereof to be of the Quorum) to the Place of the Habitation 
of the Complainant ; which Complaint is to be expreſſed in Writing under the 
Hand of ſuch Complainant, in order to the ſaid Juſtices making a Record there- 
of, as well as other the Proceedings thereon ; which ſaid Juſtices are hereby, 
and by the Authority aforeſaid, required and impowered, within Two Days at 
fartheſt after the time of ſuch Complaint, to iſſue a Warrant or Warrants under 
their Hands and Seals, containing the Subſtance of ſuch Complaint, to an 
Sworn Conſtable, requiring ſuch Conſtable thereby ſtrictly to ſummon . 
Perſon or Perſons ſo complained of, to appear before them within Four Days 


at fartheſt, to make anſwer to ſuch Complaint, and alſo to ſummon all and 


every Perſon or Perſons whom the Complainant ſhall alledge can give Evidence 
in the Matter of Complaint, who are hereby enjoyned to declare the whole 
Truth of their Knowledges in the Matter complained of; and the ſaid Juſtices 
are hereby impowered and required to grant their Warrant or Warrants to 
ſearch for and apprehend ſuch Negro or Negroes, Slave or Slaves, as {hall be 
{o complained for, and illegally detained, to the end that they may view the 
ſaid Slave or Slaves; and that it may be, as it is hereby declared to be, in the 
Power of the ſaid Juſtices, to order and deliver the Poſſeſſion of the ſaid Ne- 
gro or Negroes, Slave or Slaves, according to the Appointment and Intent of 
this Act, on due and legal Proof thereof before the ſaid Juſtices, by the Oath 
of One or more credible Witnefles, that the Negro or Negroes, Slave or Slaves, 
complained for, have, before the Time of ſuch Complaint made, been in the 
lawful, quiet, and peaceable Cuſtody and Poſſeſſion of the Complainant or 
Complainants, for the Time and Space of Three Months, and in ſuch legal 
manner as herein before is mentioned and expreſſed; and that the Party or Par- 
ties complained of, have, in an unjuſt and unlawful manner, maintained, kept, 
harboured, concealed, or fraudulently detained ſuch Negro or Negroes, Slave 
or Slaves, contrary to the Intent of this Act, or have not come to the Poſſeſſion 
of the ſame by ſome lawful or warrantable Way or Means ( although it ſhall 
appear to the ſaid Juſtices, that the Time of ſuch unlawful Detinue, as afore- 


ſaid, do or ſhall exceed the Time and Space of Three Months) then = 0 
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ſuch caſe ſuch Juſtices ſhall adjudge the Party or Parties, ſo complained of, guilty 
of an illegal Detention contrary to the Intent and Meaning of this Act; and 
the Party and Parties ſo found guilty, ſhall pay to the Complainant or Com- 
lainants for every Day, or any part of a Day, which the Offender or Offenders 
1] be proved and adjudged to have unlawfully detained each and every ſuch 
Negro or Negroes, Slave or Slaves, the Sum of Five Pounds Sterling Money, 
and fo proportionably for a longer time; Provided the ſaid Penalty doth not 
exceed One hundred Pounds Sterling: And the faid Juſtices are hereby further 
impowered and required ſtrictly to command and enjoyn the ſaid Offender or 
Offenders to deliver and reſtore to the Complainant or Complainants, and into 
his, her, or their ſafe Poſſeſſion, each and every ſuch Negro or Negroes, Slave 
or Slaves; and in Default or Refuſal thereof, to forfeit and pay the Sum of Two 
hundred Pounds Sterling for every ſuch Negro or Slave ſo detained, as aforeſaid; 
and in caſe any ſuch Offender or Offenders do not obey the Order, Sentence, 
and Judgment of the ſaid Juſtices, as to the Payment of the ſaid Penalty, and 
reſtoring the Negro or Negroes, Slave or Slaves, ſo detained, then the ſaid 
Juſtices are hereby impowered and required forthwith, after ſuch Judgment 
by them given, to iſſue Execution under their Hands and Seals, purſuant to 
the Judgment aforeſaid, againſt ſuch Offender or Offenders, and every of them, 
as well for the Penalty aforeſaid, as for the ſaid Forfeiture of Two hundred 
Pounds Sterling for every Negro or Slave fo, as aforeſaid, detained, and that 
{hall not be forthwith reſtored to the Complainant in manner aforeſaid ; which 
Execution is to be directed to any Conſtable within the Pariſh where the Com- 
plaint ſhall be made, who is hereby impowered and required to levy the ſame, 
and proceed therein in like manner as the Marſhals of = Courts of Common- 
Pleas of this Ifland are impowered to proceed upon Executions at Common 
Law; and the Conſtables in this caſe ſhall and may receive the like Fees as 
the Marſhals of the Courts of Common-Pleas in this Iſland are by Lay im- 
powered to demand and receive ; and the faid Juſtices are hereby further requi- 
red, upon Requeſt of either of the Parties, Complainant or Defendant, to give 
them, or each of them, a fair and full Copy of all their Proceedings, contain- 
ing the Complaints, Proofs, Orders, 2 and Executions at large, un- 
der their Hands and Seals, for which the Party deſiring the ſame ſhall im- 
mediately pay the- Sum of Ten Shillings, together with Five Shillings more 
_ the Fig Copies ſhall be fully complete and perfected, and delivered 
to him. 


PRO VID ED nevertheleſs, That if any Negro or Negroes, Slave or Slaves, 


adjudged, or ordered to be delivered or reſtored to the Complainant or Com- 
plainants, as aforeſaid, ſhall happen to die a natural Death between the Day of 
the Complaint and the Time that the Judgment ſhall be given, as aforeſaid, and 
duly made appear by any legal Witneſs, ſuch Offender ſhall not be liable to 
the Forfeiture of Two hundred Pounds Sterling aforeſaid ; any thing in this 
Act contained to the contrary notwithſtanding. | | 

Bur foraſmuch as ſuch ſecret, clandeſtine, and illegal Detaining of Negroes 
and Slaves are not eaſily diſcovered for want of legal Evidence ; Be it therefore 
Enacted and Declared by the Authority aforeſaid, That every ſuch Complainant 
and Complainants, ſo grieved, if they have not ſufficient Evidence to prove 
ſuch Detinue at all, or that they can prove but part of the Number of Negroes 
and Slaves that have been detained, then and in ſuch caſe the ſaid prom are 
hereby fully authorized, impowered, and required to examine the Party or 
Parties complained of upon Oath, or legal Affirmation (if Quakers ) requiring 
them, and each of them, to declare the Truth concerning ſuch Complaint (in 
caſe of Failure of other N and if upon ſuch Oath or Affirmation it ſhall 
appear to the ſaid Juſtices, that ſuch Negro or Negroes, Slave or Slaves, have 
been illegally detained, then ſuch Juſtices ſhall order ſuch Negro or Negroes, 


Slave or Slaves, to be reſtored in manner aforeſaid ; but if the Party or _—_ 
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o lawfully ſummoned, and returned ſo to be upon Oath of the Conſtable 


(except in caſe of extraordinary Sickneſs, ſo as to diſable him, her, or them) 
thall negle& or refuſe to appear, anſwer, diſcover, or declare upon Oath, or 
legal Affirmation, as aforeſaid, to ſuch Queſtions as thall be asked and demand- 
ed concerning the detaining ſuch Negro or Negroes, Slave or Slaves, ſo com- 
plained for, it {hall be taken Pro confeſſo, that ſuch Negro or Negroes, Slave 
or Slaves, have been illegally detained ;. and the ſaid Juſtices ſhall give Judg- 
ment accordingly, as if ſuch Detention had been otherwiſe fully proved : And 
in ſuch caſe where the Offender's Oath is required, the ſaid Jullices are hereby 
authorized and impowered to adjudge ſuch Damages as they in their Conſci- 
encies do believe have been ſuſtained by the Complainant or Complainants for 
every Day that ſuch Negro or Negroes, Slave or Slaves, have been ſo illegall 
detained, according to the Value of the Service of ſuch Slave or Slaves ; which 
Damages, when ſo adjudged, the ſaid Juſtices ſhall order the Offender or Of- 
fenders forthwith to pay to the Complainant or Complainants ; and upon the 
Refuſal of the Offender or Offenders to pay the ſame, the ſaid Juſtices ſhall 
grant Execution in manner aforeſaid, only for ſuch Damages ſo aſcertained ; 
and the ſame is to be levied in manner aforeſaid, not exceeding the Sum of 
Two Shillings Sterling Money per Day for each Negro, and ſhall likewiſe order 
and put the Complainant into Poſſeſſion of the ſaid Negro or Negroes in man- 
ner, and under the Penalty of Two hundred Pounds for each Negro or other 
Slave, as aforeſaid : But it ſuch Complaint ſhall appear to be vexatious, then 
the ſaid Juſtices ſhall tax reaſonable Coſt for the Defendant againſt the ſaid 
Complainant or Complainants, not exceeding the Sum of Five Pounds Sterling 
Money ; and in caſe of Non-payment thereof within Ten Days, Execution to 
iſſue, and be levied in manner aforeſaid. 

AN p be it further Enacted by the Authority aforeſaid, That if any Perſon 
or Perſons, who on any Sale at Outcry of any Goods, Chartels, or other Effects, 
by virtue of this Act, ſhall happen to be the greateſt Bidder, ſhall not pay the 
Sum by him, her, or them bid at ſuch Sale at Outcry within Twenty Days, 
then and in ſuch caſe the Juſtices of the Peace, before whom the firſt Complaint 
was made, ſhall, and they are hereby impowered and required to iſſue a Writ 
of Twenty per Cent, againſt the Perſon or Perſons who fails in Payment, in the 
ſame mannet as is appointed on Sales at Outcry by virtue of any Proceedings 
in the Courts of Common-Pleas in this Iſland. 

AN p for a more ſpeedy Recovery of Negroes and Slaves by Suits at the 
Common Law, Be it Enacted and Ordained by the Authority aforeſaid, That 
all and every Perſon or Perſons who ſhall lay claim to the Right, Property, and 
Inheritance of any Negro or Negroes, Slave or Slaves, ſhall and may lawfully 
_ his, her, or their Suit or Action againſt any Perſon or Perſons who have 
Poſſeſſion of any Negro or Negroes, Slave or Slaves, except Overſeers and 
Managers, who have Negroes and Slaves under their Charge in the Right of 
others, who, by the Intent of this Act, are not deemed to have the Right of 
Poſſeſſion, but their Maſter or Miſtreſs, or thoſe who repreſent them, and are 
the Perſons deemed liable to be ſued in ſuch manner as other Perſons herein 
before mentioned in the Courts of Common-Pleas held for the Precincts where 


| ſuch Defendant lives; and in caſe they have no certain Habitation of their own, 


then the Action ſhall be ſerved in the moſt uſual or common Place of Abode 
Ten Days at the leaſt before the Sitting of the ſaid Court; and upon legal Return 
of ſuch Service, the Judges of the reſpective Courts of Common-Pleas afore- 
ſaid are hereby fully impowered, authorized, and required, in all ſuch Caſes, 
to proceed to Tryal, and give Judgment the firſt Court after a full and perfect 
Iſſue ſhall be joyned, and the Cauſe made fit for Tryal or Judgment, either 
in Matter of Law, or Fat, 


PrRoOyIDED 
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PRroviDeD always, That in caſe the Owner of any Plantation, or his Ex- 
ecutors or Adminiſtrators, are not in this Iſland, and have no Attorney or At- 
torneys here, then the Agent, or Chief Manager or Overſeer of ſuch Plantation, 
ſhall be proſecuted, examined, and awarded againſt, for unlawfully detaining 
of ſuch Negroes as all other Perſons are by this Act; and fo he ſhall be, if he 
GY detain and keep any Negro or Slave belonging to any other Perſon, 
without the expreſs Order of his Maſter or Employer. 

AND for the more ſpeedy bringing all ſuch Actions which any ways relate 
to Negroes for Tryal and Judgment, It is hereby Enacted and Ordained by 
the Authority aforeſaid, That every Plaintiff or Plaintiffs, when he, ſhe, or 
they file their Declaration in the Clerk's Office of the Courts of Common- 
Pleas, ſhall leave in the ſaid Office with the Clerk all ſuch Powers, or Letters 
of Attorney, Letters Teſtamentary, or of Adminiſtration, or Guardianſhip, 
Deeds, and Writings, or legal atteſted Copies thereof from ſome Office of Re- 
cord, as are any ways mentioned in the Action or Actions filed, and whereof 
Profert is made, to the end the Defendant or Defendants may have a View of 
the ſame, the better to enable him, her, or them to plead within the time 
limited and preſcribed by this A& ; and after any Plea of Abatement ſhall be 
filed in the ſaid Office, then the Plaintiff or Plaintiffs may take all ſuch Papers 
and Writings from the ſaid Clerk into his or their Cuſtody. 

AND it is hereby further Enacted, Ordained, and Declared by the Authority 
aforeſaid, That in caſe the Defendant ſhall plead in Abatement to ſuch Action, 
ſuch Plea ſhall be filed in the Office of the ſaid Court in Four Days after due 
Service thereof, that the Plaintiff may take a Copy thereof; which Plea of 
Abatement ſhall be called and argued the firſt Court after the Filing of the 
ſame ; and if ſuch Plea ſhall be overruled by the Court, then the Defendant 
ſhall plead iſſuably, or in Bar or Demur Fourteen Days at fartheſt after the laſt 
Day of the Court that ſuch Plea of Abatement ſhall be overruled and filed in 
the ſaid Office, that the Plaintiff may have Copies thereof, in order to joyn 
Iſſue, reply, or demur; and if it {hall ſo happen, that further Special Plead- 
ings ſhall be requiſite to complete any Cauſe tor Tryal, either by the Court, 
or Jury, then it ſhall be in the Power or Diſcretion of the Court to give the 
Plaintiff or Defendant a Rule, not exceeding Fourteen Days in any neceſlary 
Caſe where further Pleading is required, having due Regard not to ſuffer any 
dilatory Pleadings or Continuances, but that all Actions relating to the Right 
or Property of Negroes, be every Court firſt called and proceeded upon with all 
Expedition as far forth as the Cauſe will admit of, until a full, juſt, and final 
Sentence ſhall be given. 

AN p becauſe it hath been very difficult to prove a Right to Negroes, their 
Names many times being unintelligible, and many going under Iwo Names, 
and others under One and the ſame Name; Be it henkoe Enacted by the Au- 
thority aforeſaid, That if the Evidence proves the Negroes declared for to be 
ſuch Negroes as have been, or are commonly deemed, known, or taken to 
be the Negroes or Slaves of the Plaintiff or Plaintiffs, unleſs the Defendant 
ſhews a more clear Right and Proof Paramount to the Negro or Negroes, Slave 
or Slaves in Queſtion, that then and in ſuch caſe ſuch Negroes and Slaves ſhall 
be deemed and judged to be ſufficiently proved, under ſuch Proof, as afore- 
ſaid ; any thing in this Law ſeeming to the contrary notwithſtanding. 

AN p be it further Enacted by the Authority aforeſaid, That upon every 
Action of Detinue, if the Plaintiff or Plaintiffs make Recovery, the Verdict 
{hall be, that the Defendant or Defendants deliver into the Poſſeifion of ſuch 
Plaintiffs ſuch Negro or Negroes, Slave or Slaves, or for each and every one 
of them, the Sum of Two hundred Pounds current Money ; and if ſuch De- 
fendant do not perform the ſame in Fourteen Days after Judgment of the ſaid 
Court upon the ſaid Verdict, the ſaid Plaintiff or Plaintiffs may take out Execu- 


tion againſt ſuch Defendant or on and levy the fame upon any of

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their Eſtates, either Real or Perſonal, and for want thereof, upon their Bodies; 
and the Manner of the Proceedings, as to the Levy or Capiat, to be executed

Exc TED always, If ſuch Negroes or Slaves, or any of them, ſhall hap- 
pen to die a natural Death berween the Date of the Judgment and the Execy- 
tion, then and in ſuch caſe the Defendant ſhall not be compelled or be liable 
to pay the ſaid Penalty of Two hundred Pounds current Money; any thing in 
this Law to the contrary notwithſtanding. 

AN p that there may not be any Encouragement to keep and detain Negroes, 
when the Perſons ſo keeping them know they have no Right ; Be it therefore 
Enacted by the Authority aforeſaid, That after ſuch Recovery is made, the 
Plaintiff may have his, her, or their Action or Actions for the Damages by him, 
her, or them ſuſtained. 

AN p be it further Enacted by the Authority aforeſaid, That all Actions 
relating to the Property and Right of Negroes, and the Pleadings to them, 
{hall be put firſt upon the Liſt, and called for Tryal, as the ſame {hall ſeve- 
rally be, according as they are entred ; and if it appear, that the Officers, or 
any of them, be guilty of any Corruption, either by neglecting to give timely 
Summons, or in ſummoning of Juries, or wilfully fail in their Duty, by giving 
wrong Copies of Records, miſplacing ſuch Actions on the Liſt, or otherwiſe, 
then ſuch evil Practices, being duly and legally proved before the ſaid Court, 
or the major part thereof, the ſaid Officer ſhall be diſplaced, and for ever ren- 
dred incapable of the ſaid Office, and be further liable to the Damages ſuſtain- 
ed by reaſon of ſuch Misfeazance. 

AN p be it further Enacted by the Authority aforeſaid, That all Writs of 
Error on Negro-Actions ſhall be brought within Fourteen Days after Judgment 
_ at the Common Law, or after any Judgment given upon a Complaint

fore any Juſtices of the Peace; and allo all Injunctions, which ſhall be neceſ- 
ary and allowed by the Chancellor, ſhall be brought before Judgment, or 
within Fourteen Days after, Perſons beyond Sea, Feme Coverts, and Infants 
excepted ; and all Writs of Error which fhall be brought on Negro-Actions, 
{hall be put firſt on the Lift of Error. 
A p be it further Enacted by the Authority aforeſaid, That in all Proceed- 
ings relating to the Poſſeſſion or Detention of Negroes or other Slaves before 
the Juſtices, or Property before any of the Judges of the reſpective Courts of 
Common-Pleas in this Ifland, no Action, Bill, Complaint, or any other Proceed- 
ings, where there ſhall be more Plaintiffs than One, or where there is but One 
Plaintiff, ſhall fall or abate, either by Death or Abſence of any One, or more, 
or all of the ſaid Plaintiffs to the Action or Complaint, but thoſe who have 
the Right of Repreſentation, either as Heirs, Guardians, Executors, Admini- 
ſtrators, or Attorneys, ſuch Qualifications being produced upon Record, ſhall 
be admitted and made Party or Parties to the Record, by the Rule or Order 
of the Judges or Juſtices before whom the Complaint or Action lies; and ſuch 
Perſon or Perſons ſo admitted Party or Parties, ſhall have One Month's time 
after ſuch their Admittance, that they may have due time to proſecute the 
Intereſt of the Perſon or Perſons whom they repreſent ; neither ſhall ſuch Acti- 
on fall by the Death of any or all the Defendants, but ſuch Action or Complaint 
ſhall go on, and be maintained againſt any the Repreſentatives of ſuch Defend- 
ant or Defendants, or ſuch Perſon or Perſons as thall have the Negroes or Slaves 
demanded in their Poſſeflion ; and ſuch Repreſentative of the Defendant, or 
Perſon or Perſons who have the ſaid Negroes in their Poſſeſſion, ſhall be made 
Parties to the ſaid Complaint or Action in manner aforeſaid, to the end they 
may have due time to defend the Intereſt of themſelves, or the Perſons they 
repreſent. MRS | 
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AN p be it further Enacted by the Authority aforeſaid, That if the De- 
fendant or Defendants in any Action in any the Courts of Common-Pleas with- 
in this Iſland, ſhall plead that ſuch Negro or Negroes, Slave or Slaves, are 
not in their Poſſeſſion, then and in ſuch caſe it ſhall be ſufficient for the Plain- 
tiff or Plaintiffs to prove, by One or more legal Evidence or Evidenees, to the 
Jury, that ſuch Negro or Negroes, Slave or Slaves, were in the Poſſeſſion of 
the Defendant, either upon the Day of the Action brought, or within Ten Days

A p be it further Enacted by the Authority aforeſaid, That if any Widow 
ſeized of any Negro or Negroes, Slave or Slaves, of the Dower of her Huſ- 
band, ſhall fend off, or any ways directly or indirectly conſent to the ſending 
off this Iſland, or ſell and diſpoſe of any ſuch Negro or Negroes, Slave or Slaves, 
ſo that they, or 71 of them, are ſent off this Iland, as aforeſaid; without the 
lawful Conſent of him, her, or them in Reverſion or Remainder, being of full 
Age, and alſo of the Executor or Adminiſtrator, where they are liable to the 
Payment of Debts for want of other Effects, then and in ſuch caſe it ſhall and 
may be lawful for him, her, or them, in Reverſion or Remainder, or the Ex- 
ecutor or Adminiſtrator, and every of them, or thoſe who have any Truſt 
lodged in them for the Uſe of any other, to enter and take Poſſeſſion of ſuch 
Negro or Negroes, Slave or Slaves, and all other the Eſtate which ſhe holds 
of the Dower of her Husband, the ſame being forfeited by the ſending off or 
diſpoſing of ſuch _— or Negroes, Slave or Slaves, by this Act. d fur- 
ther, if any ſuch Widow ſhall marry an Husband, who ſhall ſend off, or ſell 
and dif 8 of any ſuch Negro or Negroes, Slave or Slaves, ſo that they are 
ſent off, as aforefiid, without the lawful Conſent of him, her, or them in Re- 
verſion, or the Truſtees, as aforeſaid, and every of them, then and in ſuch 
caſe the Perſon or Perſons who have the Reverſion, ſhall and may enter into 
and enjoy all and every the Eſtate which tlie ſaid Husband holds in Right of his 
Wife, as her Dower, whereof ſuch Negro or Negroes is or are part, or the 
whole, for and during the Life of the Husband. 

AN p for that it may fall out, That the Negroes and Slaves ſent off, as afore- 
ſaid, or diſpoſed of, may be of greater Value than the Eſtate that ſuch Perſon 
or Perſons in Reverſion or Remainder, or as Executor or Adminiſtrator, can 
find to enter upon, ſo that there may be a great Defe& of a juſt Remedy in 
ſuch a caſe : Be it therefore Enacted by the Authority aforeſaid, That the Per- 
ſon or Perſons in Reverſion or Remainder, ſhall, and are hereby impowered to 
have an Action or Actions at Common Law againſt the Widow, and againſt 
the Husband, for the Recovery of treble the full Value of ſuch Negro or Ne- 
groes, ſo ſent off or diſpoſed of, as aforeſaid, out of any other Eſtate of her ſaid 
Husband. 
Ax p alſo for that it is not hereby Provided, That if ſuch Perſons in Rever- 
ſion or Remainder, or an Executor or Adminiſtrator, be interrupted in their 

entring upon ſuch Eſtate, forfeited, as aforeſaid, how they ſhall be remedied ; 
Be it therefore Enacted by the Authority aforeſaid, That every Perſon or Per- 


ſons, ſo injured, as aforeſaid, ſhall, and is hereby fully impowered to bring an 
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Action or Actions at the Common Law for the Recovery of ſuch forfeited 
Eſtate, be the ſame Land, Buildings, Negroes, or Slaves, or the Value thereof, 
againſt any Perſon or Perſons who ſhall impede, moleſt, or interrupt any ſuch 
Perſon, as aforeſaid, from taking or entring on any the Eſtate herein before 
mentioned ; the ſaid Recovery to be levied on any the Eſtate, Real or Per- 
ſonal, againſt whom ſuch —_— ſhall be had and obtained, according as is 
appointed by the Acts relating to the Courts of Common-Pleas ; which Action 
or Actions ſhall be tried within the ſame Time, and under the ſame Rules and 
een in the Proceedings, as is provided for the Recovery of Negroes, as 
aforeſaid. | 

AN o be it further Enacted by the Authority aforeſaid, That the ſame Proceed- 
ings ſhall be had and made againſt all Perſons that are poſſeſſed of Negroes or 
other Slaves for and during their natural Lives, or the Life of another, if they, or 
any of them, ſhall fell or ſend off any ſuch Negro or Negroes, Slave or Slaves, 
or diſpoſe of them ſo as they are ſent off this Iſland, and be under the ſame 
Forfeiture, to all Intents and Purpoſes, as the Widow and Husband lie under, 
as aforeſaid : And if any Perſon or Perſons, ſo holding any Negro or Negroes, 
Slave or Slaves, either in Dower, or for Term of his or her own Life, or the Life 
of another Perſon, ſhall wilfully deſtroy, maim, or diſable any Negro or Slave fo 
held, ſhall pay treble the Value of ſuch Negro or Slave ſo deſtroyed, maimed, or 
diſabled, to the Perſon or Perſons in Reverſion or Remainder, or to his or their 
lawful Repreſentative, to be recovered againſt ſuch Offender or Offenders in 
Damages in the Court of Common-Pleas where ſuch Offender lives, and be 
erk be ſued there for the ſame at any time after the ſaid Offence is com- 
mitted, 

AN p be it further Enacted by the Authority aforeſaid, That all Negroes 
and Slaves, or the Value thereof, ſhall be ſued for, and tried by Action of De- 
tinue, Writ De partitione facienda, Action of Trover and Converſion, Treſ- 
paſs, or of Dower, as the Caſe ſhall __—_ and by no other Writ or Action 
whatſoever ; and all Proceedings to and upon ſuch Action of Detinue, Parti- 
tion, or Dower, ſhall be in the ſame manner as herein before is expreſſed and 
appointed : But as to Trover and Treſpaſs the Proceedings ſhall be after the 
accuſtomed Methods of the Common Law. 

ProviDED always, and it is the true Intent and Meaning of this Act, That 
the Complainants in Partition or Dower are not to recover any Penalty or Da- 
mages upon ſuch Action againſt the Defendants for the Time the Complainants 
have been out of Poſſeſſion, other than what may accrue to them from the 
Commencement of their Right, which they may ſue for by due Courſe of 
Law. | 

AND it is further Provided, That this Act, or any thing herein contained, 
ſhall not extend to any Perſon or Perſons whatſoever, that hath or ſhall lend any 
Negro or Negroes, Slave or Slaves, or let any ſuch for any Time or Term of 
Years, or for a ſhorter Time, whoſe Leaſes or Agreements are expired; nor 
to any Attorney, Overſeer, or other Perſon, who came by the Poſſeſſion of 
any ſuch Negroes or Slaves by Act or Conſent of the Claimers, or by ſome 
Perſons by, from, or under him, her, or them, and whoſe Poſſeſſion appears 
clearly to be but a bare Truſt; for and in all ſuch Caſes, the Party or Parties 
who make the Claim, ſhall be put into Poſſeſſion of ſuch Negroes or Slaves 
by the ſaid Juſtices in Manner and Form aforeſaid ; and the ſame Proceedings 
are to be had in caſe of Refuſal, as if an illegal Detention ; any thing in this 
Law ſeeming to the contrary notwithſtanding : And in all Cafes where any 
Negro or Negroes, Slave or Slaves, unlawfully detained, are or ſhall be lent, 
rented, or hired out, the Borrower, Renter, or Hirer, ſhall not incur, or be 
ſubject to the a Five Pounds per Diem; but the Perſon lending, rent- 
ing, or hiring out, ſhall be liable and ſubject to the ſame only, and be levied 
upon for it accordingly, ; : . 
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Ax p foraſmuch as many times Guardians, Executors, and Adminiſtrators, 
by Connivance and Fraud, do ſuffer Negroes under their Truſt to be under- 
ſold, and often buy ſuch Negroes themſelves, or contrive that they be 
bought for them, to the great Loſs of Orphans, Creditors, Legatees, and all 
concerned, ſuch Negroes being fold oftentimes for half their Worth, even to 
the Ruin of the Plantations to which they belong, and this many times when 
there are other Effects by which Means ſuch Negroes might be preſerved : Be 
it therefore Enacted by the Authority aforeſaid, Thar if any Guardian, Execu- 
tor, or Adminiſtrator, ſhall conſent or agree with any Marſhal, Officer, Cre- 
ditor, or other Perſon, to have any Negro or Negroes, or other Slave or Slaves, 
belonging to the Eſtate which they, or any of them, have in Truſt, as afore- 
ſaid, to be extended or ſold at Outcry, or ſuffer or permit any ſuch Negro or 
Negroes to be ſold at Outcry, when there are other Effects, Perſonal Eſtate of 
the deceaſed, liable to the Payment of any ſuch Debt; in ſuch caſe the ſaid 
Guardian, Executor, or Adminiſtrator, and every or any of them, fo conſenting 
or agreeing, ſuffering or permitting, ſhall be, and are hereby reſpectively liable 
to the Forteiture of Fifty Pounds, current Money of this Iſland, for each and 
every Negro or other Slave ſo extended or fold at Outcry, to Her Majeſty, Her 
Heirs and Succeſſors, for the Uſe of the Party grieved. 


AND be it further Enacted by the Authority aforeſaid, That upon all Out- | 


cries of Negroes there ſhall be Twenty Days for Redemption, as in caſe of 
Land; and until the Expiration of the ſaid Twenty Days, no Property ſhall be 
transferred to the Puichuſer; who ſhall not be obliged to pay his Money for 
the Negroes purchaſed until the Expiration of Twenty Days ; any Law or 
Statute to the contrary notwithſtanding : And during the ſaid Twenty Days, 
the Negroes ſo purchaſed ſhall remain in the Hands of the Purchaſer, he giving 
Security in double the Sum which the ſaid Negroes ſold for, to redeliver them 
to the Marſhal, if the Perſon or Perſons from whom they were attached, or 
their Executors, Adminiſtrators, or Aſſigns, or the Perſon that hath the Title 
of the ſaid Negroes, ſhall at any time within the ſaid Twenty Days make due 
Tender of, and pay unto the Marſhal that outcried them, or his lawful Deputy, 
the full Value of the Outcry, and his lawful Charges; in which Caſe ſuch 
Purchaſer at Outcry ſhall deliver back all the Negroes and Slaves, ſo bought 
and redeemed, unto the ſaid Marſhal, who ſhall forthwith deliver them to the 
Perſon or Perſons that ſhall ſo redeem them; and if the Purchaſer ſhall refuſe, 
on ſuch Demand of the ſaid Marſhal, to deliver them to him, then ſuch Per- 
ſon ſo refuſing, ſhall, from the Day of ſuch Refuſal, be deemed and adjudged 
an unlawful Detainer of the Poſſeſſion of all ſuch Negroes and Slaves, and be, 
in all Reſpects, ſubje& and liable to be proſecuted for the ſame before the Two 
next Juſtices, and ſuffer the Penalties provided for in this Act. 

PROVIDED nevertheleſs, That it any of the ſaid Negroes ſhall die a natu- 
ral Death between the time of their being outcried and the ſaid Demand of the 
faid Marſhal, in order to his reſtoring them to the Perſon ſo redeeming them, 
the ſaid Purchaſer at Outcry ſhall ſuffer no Damage or Loſs by ſuch Death, 
and ſhall be liable to deliver back ſuch only of them as are living at the time 
of ſuch Demand made by the ſaid Marſhal : But if the ſaid Negroes, fo pur- 
chaſed at Outcry, are not redeemed within the ſaid Twenty Days, then the 
Right and Property which the Debtor had in ſuch Negroes and Slaves, ſhall di- 
rel and be ſettled in the Purchaſer, and the ſaid Marſhal ſhall paſs his Bill of 
Sale for the ſame accordingly, and then demand and receive the full Value of 
the Outcry from the Purchaſer for the Uſe of the Creditor; which, if the ſaid 
Purchaſer ſhall refuſe to pay at that time, he ſhall be ſubje& and liable to ſuch 
Penalties and Forfeitures as herein before is appointed for ſuch as neglect or 


refuſe to pay for any Effects bought at Outcry, and ſhall be proceeded againſt 
accordingly, 
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A x p be it further Enacted by the Authority aforeſaid, That for the better 
preſerving Negroes on Efſtates in this Iſland, and keeping them entire together 
from Ruin, by the Recovery of Leg cies left by Teſtators, and juſt Debts due 
from their Eſtates, which might with more Eaſe be paid without injuring an 
Perſon concerned, by having a little longer Time for the Payment of bc 
Debts or Legacies after they ſhall become due, it ſhall and may be lawful for 
any Executor, Adminiſtrator, or other Perſon in Truſt, not having ſufficient 


they are entruſted for, to pay and ſatisfie, or cauſe to be paid and ſatisfied, 
any Legacy or juſt Debt, after the ſame ſhall become due from the Eſtate, 


Effects in his or their Hands —_—— to the Teſtator, or the Eſtate that he or

that the Negroes may be preſerved on the Plantation, and prevented from be- 


ing levied on, and carried from it, which would inevitably ruin the ſame, and 
put it out of a Capacity of recovering itſelf again ; and what Money any Exe- 


cutor, Adminiſtrator, or other Perſon in Truſt, ſhall pay or ſatisfie, or cauſe 


to be paid and ſatisfied, for the diſcharging ſuch Legacies and Debts, as afore- 
ſaid, the Eſtate ſhall ſtand and remain a Security for the Money paid or ſatiſ- 


fied, or to be paid, as aforeſaid, with Intereſt for the ſame, at and after the 


Rate of Ten Pounds per Cent. per Annum, until the ſame ſhall be fully paid 
and ſatisfied, 

AN p whereas it often falls out, That after the Death of any Perſon or 
Perſons poſſeſſed of Negroes and Slaves, great Diſputes ariſe about the Title 
and Poſſeſſion of ſuch Slave or Slaves, ſo that ſeveral Perſons pretend Right to 
them, and get them many times by indirect Means into their ſeveral Poſſeſſions, 


which proves oftentimes the Ruin of the Plantations, and the Perſons to whom 


they really belong, occaſioning long and tedious Law Suits, the Poſſeſſion not 
being hitherto in ſuch Caſes clearly ſettled, ſo that the Juſtices of the Peace 
may ſo ſafely proceed as the Caſe requires: Be it therefore Enacted by the 
Authority 3 That where any Perſon or Perſons whatſoever ſhall die 
ſeized or poſſeſſed of any Negro or Negroes, Slave or Slaves, as aforeſaid, the 
Executor or Executors, Adminiſtrator, Truſtee or Truſtees of ſuch Perſons, 
ſhall have the Benefit of this Law to have ſuch Poſſeſſion for and in behalf of 
the Perſon or Perſons that have juſt Right to them, or any of them, for pre- 
ſerving of them, until the Title of ſuch Negroes and Slaves is ſettled and de- 
termined by due Courſe of the Common Law, or otherwiſe ; and the ſaid 
Negroes ſhall continue on the Plantation of the Party deceaſed, until legally 
recovered by ſome Perſon rightfully claiming. | 

PROvIDED always, That the Advantages accruing for the Work of ſuch 
Negroes and Slaves be not miſapplied by fach Executors, Adminiſtrators, or 
Truſtees, but they, and eve . em, ſhall be accountable to the Perſon or 


Perſons in whom the Title is found good. 


AN o be it further Enacted by the Authority aforeſaid, That when any Ne- 


gro or N Slave or Slaves, ſhall be hereafter executed, and the Juſtices 


and Free-holders, or Field-Officers, {hall have certified the Values of ſuch 
Negroes or Slaves, as the Law directs, then, if any Perſon or Perſons have any 
Right or Title to a Reverſion or Remainder in 2 Negroes or Slaves, the 
ſame ſhall be, by the ſaid ar and Free-holders, enquired into upon or 
immediately after the Tryal; and the Value of ſuch Reverſion or Remainder, 
after the Party injured is paid, ſhall be by them ſet and inſerted in the Certifi- 
cate, and awarded to ſuch Perſons, or thoſe who repreſent them, and ſhall be 
by the Treaſurer of this Iſland accordingly paid out of the whole Value of ſuch 
Negroes or Slaves, the other Part being due to ſuch Perſon or Perſons who 
have a preſent Eſtate in ſuch Negroes or Slaves; the aforeſaid Enquiry to be 
made upon the Oath of the Party that demands Satisfaction, to be adminiſtred 
unto him by the ſaid Juſtices or Field-Officers ; who ſhall have no ſuch Certifi- 
cate granted unto him, until he ſhall ſwear whether there be a Reverſion, and 


in whom the Reverſion is ( if any. ) 1 
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Ax yo be it further Enacted by the Authority aforeſaid, That if any Captain 
Maſter, or Commander of any Ship or Veſſel, or any other Mariner or Per- 
ſon, ſhall directly or indirectly carry off, or attempt, cauſe, or ſuffer to be car- 
ried off this Iſland, any Slave or Slaves belonging to the Inhabitants of this 
Iſland, without the Knowledge and Conſent of the Owner of ſuch Slave or 
Slaves, fhall forfeit, for every Slave ſo carried off, the Sum of Two hundred 
Pounds current Money, and for every ſuch Negro or other Slave attempted to 
be carried off, as aforeſaid, the Sum of Fifty Pounds of like Money, to Her 
Majeſty, Her Heirs and Succeſſors, for the Uſe of the Owners of ſuch Slave or 
Slaves, to be recovered by Action of Debt in any of Her Majeſty's Courts of 
Common-Pleas held in this Iſland, againſt ſuch Commander, Maſter, or other 
Perſon ſo offending ; and if any Slave or Slaves, as aforeſaid, ſhall be carried off, 
then againſt the Security for ſuch Ship or Veſſel in which ſuch Slave or Slaves ſhall 
be ſo illegally carried off; to which Action the Defendant or Defendants ſhall 
plead iſſuably, and Execution thereon to iſſue, and be levied in the ſame manner 
as by the Laws of this Iſland eſtabliſhing the Courts of Common-Pleas, and 
Proceedings therein, is directed and appointed; any Law, Uſage or Cuſtom to 
the contrary notwithſtanding : Out of which Forfeiture or Forfeitures, after 
the ſame ſhall be recovered and received, the Perſon and Perſons ſo recovering 
and receiving, ſhall Pay unto ſuch Perſon or Perſons as ſhall inform, or make 
appear the carrying off, or attempting to carry off any Slave or Slaves, as afore- 
ſaid, One third part of the Sum recovered and received ; and upon Negle& or 
Refuſal ſo to do, the ſaid Third part ſhall be recovered before the Two next 

uſtices of the Peace to the Place where the ſaid Owner lives, and Execution 
to iſſue, and be levied as in caſe of Servants Wages is appointed. 

AND be it further Enacted by the Authority aforeſaid, That for every War- 
rant granted by Juſtices of the Peace for Detinue of Negroes, from and after 
Publication of this Act, the ſaid Juſtices may demand Iwo Shillings and Six 
Pence; and for every Evidence ſummoned, Seven Pence Half-peny, and no 
more; but if out of the Pariſh, Five Shillings for the-Warrant, and Two Shil- 


lings and Six Pence to the Conſtable for ſerving the Warrant; and alſo Two 


Shillings and Six Pence for Summoning each Evidence in the ſaid Warrant, for 
every Judgment, Execution, Levying, Outcrying, and other Proceſs ; the ſame 
Fees to the * of the Peace and Conſtable, as are allowed to the Judge 
and Marſhal of the Courts of Common, Pleas. 

AN p be it further Enacted by the Authority aforeſaid, That if any Perſon 


or Perſons, who now is, are, or hereafter ſhall be in Poſſeſſion of any Negroes 


or Slaves, and have quietly, without lawful Interruption, poſſeſſed the ſame, 
either by himſelf, or any other Perſon or Perſons whatſoever under him, or 
under any ſuch Perſon or Perſons whom he, ſhe, or they ſhall claim, by the 
Space of Five Years laſt paſt, ſhall have a yu. Right and Title to the ſame, 
as in caſe of Land, againſt all Perſons whatſoever, for and during the Eſtate 
whereof he, ſhe, or they are poſſeſſed and have Right to. by 

PRoviDeD, always, That this Act be not conſtrued ſo as to prejudice 
Married Women, Perſons under the Age of One and ares Ades or of un- 
ſound Memories, or Perſons abſent from this Iſland, who ſhall proſecute their 
reſpective Titles within Two Years after their being unmarried, becoming of 
full Age, or of ſound Memory, or arriving in this Ifland. 

Ap it is hereby further Enacted and Declared, That all Perſons whatſo- 
ever that ſhall hereafter make any Claim to any ſuch Negroes or Slaves within 
the Time limited by this Act, do, by the faid Action, or ſome other, if 
brought within Five Years then next after, bring the ſame to Tryal, and that 
Tryal to be concluſive on the Plaintiff's part for ever, and never to bring any 
other Action for the ſame, but be for ever barred ; any Law, thy or Cuſtom 
to the contrary notwithſtanding : And it ſhall and may be lawful for any Perfon 


or Perſons to give this Act in Evidence on any Tryal at Common Law. 4 
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or Aſſiſtants of the reſpective Courts of Common-Pleas, or any Juſtice or ſu-

AN p be it further Enacted by the Authority aforeſaid, That if any Perſon 
or Perſons duly ſummoned by virtue of this Act, or any Perſon ſummoned as 
Evidence in any Matter or Thing relating thereunto, ſhall refuſe or negle& to 
anſwer to ſuch Queſtions as be required of them, and each of them, or 
ſhall not appear according to the legal Summons to give their Evidence, all 
ſuch Offenders ſhall, by the Judge or Juſtices before whom the Matter lies, 
be forthwith committed to the Common Goal of this Iſland, there to be kept 
for Six Months without Bail or Mainprize. 

PRO VID EBD nevertheleſs, That the Members of Her Majeſty's Council in 
this Iſland, although they are Juſtices of the Peace, are hereby exempted from 
acting as Juſtices of the Peace on Complaint of Detinue of Negroes by this 
Act, and from the Penalties therein contained for not acting as ſuch, by reaſon 
they are the Judges of all Errors, if any Writ of Error ſhould be brought on 
any of their Proceedings therein : And if any Juſtice of the Peace is related 
to either Party, complaining or complained of, in ſuch Nearneſs of Blood or 
Affinity as is a legal Exception to a Juror in the Courts of Common-Pleas, then 
and in ſuch caſe the Juſtice or Juſtices of the Peace may be excepted againſt 
by either Party before any Hearing be of the Matter, but not afterwards ; and

AN p whereas it many times happens, that Negroes and other Slaves are 
attached and fold at publick Outcry, for and towards Satisfaction of Publick 
Levies, Parochial Taxes, Servants Wages, Proviſions of this Country's Produce, 
and for ſeveral Fines and Penalties made and laid on ſeveral Perſons by ſeveral 
Acts of this Iſland, whereon Executions are iſſued forth by Juſtices of the Peace, 
in many of which recited Caſes Records are not kept, or at leaſt very often 
miſlaid and loſt, ſo that Purchaſers of Negroes or other Slaves, by Means 
thereof, have ſometimes loſt their Right for want of Recourſe to the Records, 
on which ſuch Outcry was made : To prevent which Evils for the future, Be it 
Enacted by the Authority aforeſaid, That when any Negro ot Negroes, or other 
Slave or Slaves, {hall be attached and fold at publick Oatcry 2 any of the 
Cauſes aforeſaid, the Conſtable or Conſtables, or other Officer or Officers, who 
ſhall outcry the ſame, ſhall be obliged to give the Purchaſer at ſuch Outcry a 
Bill of Sale, under his or their Hands and Seals, and therein recite the whole 
Proceedings, and ſet forth the Cauſe for which ſuch Negro or Negroes, or

Ax p be it further Enacted by the Authority aforeſaid, That if any Per- 
ſon or Perſons whatſoever for the future ſhall preſume to ſhew any Negro or 
Negroes, Slave or Slaves, or other Effects whatſoever, to any Marſhal, Con- 
ſtable, or other Officer, for or towards Satisfaction of any Demand whatſo- 
ever made, or to be made, againſt him, her, or them, other than what he, 
ſhe, or they may legally {hew in Satisfaction of ſuch Demand, in all and every 
ſuch Caſe, the Perſon or Perſons fo offending, ſhall forſeit and pay to the Party 
grieved, the Sum of Two hundred Pounds, current Money of this Ifland, for 
every ſuch Offence, to be recovered before any Two of the neighbouring Ju- 
ſtices of the Peace, to the Party grieved and complaining, as in caſe of Ser- 
vants Wages.

the Peace in this Ifland, every ſuch Perſon ſhall forfeit and pay to Her Majeſty, 
Her Heirs and Succeſſors, the Sum of Ten Pounds, current Money, for eve 
Negro or Slave mentioned in ſuch Note or Notes; one Half to the Uſe of the 
Fortifications of this Iſland, and the other to the Informer, to be recovered as 
in caſe of Servants Wages : But if no Negroes or Slaves are mentioned in ſuch 
Note or Notes, then the Party offending ſhall forfeit only the Sum of Ten 
Pounds for every ſuch Note or Notes; to be to the ſame Uſes, and recovered 
in the ſame manner, as aforeſaid. 

AN p foraſmuch as the ſeveral Complaints concerning Negroes and other 
Slaves in this A& mentioned, are appointed to be enquired into by the Two 
next or neighbouring Juſtices of the Peace to the Party complaining, fo that it 
may ſometimes happen that the ſaid Juſtices may differ in Opinion concerning 
any Complaint which ſhall come before them; Be it therefore Enacted by the 
Authority aforeſaid, That in caſe of any ſuch Difference in Opinion, the faid 
Juſtices may, and they are hereby impowered and required to take unto their 
Aſſiſtance the next adjoyning Juſtice of the Peace, and them Three, or any 
Two of them, ſhall ſentence, adjudge, and determine the Matter in Complaint; 
any thing in this Law to the contrary in any wiſe notwithſtanding.

AN p be it further Enacted by the Authority aforeſaid, That all Caveat 
againſt ſending off Negroes or other Slaves, which for the future ſhall be en- 
tred in the Secretary s Office of this Iſland, ſhall continue and be of full Force 
for the Space of One Year from the Day of the Date thereof, and no longer, 
unleſs then renewed for One Year longer, and ſo from Year to Year, as there

\ \ THEREAS many undue and illegal Practices have been uſed to awe 
and force Men to vote contrary to their Inclinations and Conſciences, 
to the manifeſt Violation of the Freedom of Elections of Aſſembly-men and 
Veſtry-men : And whereas there has been great Partiality uſed by Sheriffs up- 
on Elections, and in Returning Repreſentatives to ſerve in the General Aſſem- 
bly, and alſo by the General Aſſemblies upon their Deciſion of Controverted 
Elections, which has proved of very ill Conſequence to this Ifland : For Pre- 
vention therefore of ſuch ill Practices for the future, and that equal Right and 
Juſtice may be done to all Perſons; Be it Enacted by his Excellency Mztford 
Crowe, Eſq; Captain General and Governor in Chief of this and other the 
Charibbee Illands, lying and being to Windward of Guardeloupe, the Honour- 
able the Members of Her Majeſty's Council, and the General Aſſembly of this 
Iſland, and by the RE of the ſame, That every White Man, profeſſing 
the Chriſtian Religion, the free and natural-born Subject of the Queen of Great 
Britain, or naturalized, who hath attained to the full Age of Twenty one 
Years, and hath a Free-hold, that is to ſay, who is actually ſeized of Ten or 
more Acres of Land in Fee-Simple, Fee-Tail, either General or Special, or 
of a Tenure of Ten or more Acres of Land, in Right of his Wife, qualified, as 
aforeſaid; or a Tenure of Ten or more Acres of Land in Right of his Wife's 
Dower, or by the Courteſie of England; or of Ten or more Acres of Land in 
Right of the Church, called Glebe-Lands, within any Pariſh of this Iſland ; or 
of any Land with a Houſe, Houſes, Store-houſes, or any other Buildings 
thereon, in any one of the Towns in this Iſland, of the m_ Value of Ten 
Pounds current Money, ſhall be deemed a Free-holder, and ſhall and may be 
capable of electing Repreſentatives or Veſtry-men, or of being elected a Re- 
preſentative or Veſtry-man in the Pariſh wherein ſuch his Eftate lieth, or to 
_ as a Juror to try Real Actions, and no other Perſon or Perſons what- 
oever. 
PROVIDER D always, That all Perſons, qualified by Land, as aforeſaid, 
do actually live on their Lands, or do by themſelves, their Managers, Over- 
ſeers, White Servants, Slaves, or ſome other Perſon or Perſons in their ſtead, 
and for their Uſe, manage and reap the Profits of the ſaid Ten Acres of Lind, 
or improve the major Part thereof to their own Ule, 


PRoviDED 
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PROVIDED alſo, That the ſaid Ten or more Acres of Land be really and 
bona fide of the full Yearly Value of Ten Pounds current Money; the ſaid 
Value of the Lands, as well as of the Houſes and Lands in the ſeveral 
Towns, as aforeſaid, to be proved on Oath by Two of the next adjoyning ot 
D = Free-holders (who are no ways related to the Owners of the 
ſaid Land or Houles ) at ſuch time when any Controverſie ſhall happen thereon; 
if any Perſon ſhall deſire the ſame ; or before the Aſſembly, upon Controverted 
Elections of Aſſembly- men; or before the Governor or ob in Chief, 
and Council, 2 Controverted Elections of Veſtry-men. 

Ax p be it further Enacted by the Authority aforeſaid, That if upon any 
Election of Repreſentatives or Veſtry- men for 2 future, it ſhall be made ap- 
pear, that any Perſon or Perſons claiming the Privilege of a Free-hold, ſhall 

old the ſame by, from, or under any Perſon or Perſons, who had not a good 
Right or Title to convey the ſame, or who hath conveyed a greater Title than 
by Law he could have done; in ſuch caſe all and every Perſon or Perſons, 
chiming by, from, or under ſuch Conveyance, ſhall be excluded his or their 
Vote or Suffrage, and ſhall not in any wiſe be deemed or adjudged a Free- 
holder within the true Intent and Meaning of this Act. 

PROVIDED always, That if any ſuch Objection ſhall happen to ariſe on an 
Election of Repreſentatives, the ſame ſhall be decided before the General af

Ax d be it further Enacted by the Authority aforeſaid, That no Perſon 


whatſoever ſhall be admitted as a Free-holder, or an Evidence in any Caſe 
whatſoever, whoſe original Extract ſhall be proved to have been from a Negro, 
except only on the Tryal of Negroes and other Slaves. 

An o be it further Enacted by the Authority aforeſaid, That all Sheriffs, 
or other Perſons, who for the future ſhall execute any Writ or Writs on the 
Election of Aſſembly- men, as alſo the Chief Judge of the Court of Exchequer, 
or of the Courts of Common-Pleas in this Iſland, or their Aſſiſtants, or any of 
them, where the Qualification of a Voter or Juror may come in Queſtion, or 
a Juſtice or Juſtices of the Peace, or that Perſon of the laſt Veſtry who ſhall be 
firſt named in the Church-Books, and ſhall be ( in the Abſence of a Juſtice of 
the Peace ) at the Ele&ion of Veſtry-men, have, and hereby have dele- 
gated unto them full Power and Authority to adminiſter any Oath or Oaths to 
any Perſon or Perſons, for Diſcovery of the true Value of ſuch Lands or Hou- 
ſes, as well as other the Qualifications of Free-holds, by which any Perſon or 
Perſons are ſuppoſed to be Free-holders ; and if there ſhall be Cauſe to pro- 
ceed further thereon before the General Aſſembly of this Iſland, then and in 
ſuch caſe, as well as on all other Matters touching or concerning the Deciſion 
of Controverted Elections of Repreſentatives, the Speaker of the ſaid Aſſembly 
for the time being ſhall have, and hereby hath full Power and Authority to ſum- 
mon any Perſon or Perſons before the General Aſſembly, for Diſcovery of any 
Fact or Facts, Circumſtance or Circumſtances relating to, or any wiſe con-

him or themſelves towards the ſaid Aſſembly, or any the Members thereof,

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hath full Power and Authority to commit all and every ſuch Perſon or Perſons

AN p be it further Enacted by the Authority aforeſaid, That where there 
ſhall happen to be Two or more Joynt-Tenants, or Tenants in Common, of 
a certain Parcel or Quantity of Land in any Pariſh in this Iſland, or of any 
Land with a Houſe, Houſes, or other Buildings thereon, within any one of 
the Towns in this Iſland, and the ſaid Parcel of Land ſhall contain as many 
times Ten or more Acres as there are Joynt-Tenants, or Tenants in Common, 
or the Land with a Houſe, Houſes, or other Buildings thereon, in any of the

Provided, ſuch Joynt-Tenants, or Tenants in Common, hold the ſame Right 
or Title to their Lands, Houſes, or other Buildings, as other Free-holders 
are herein before appointed to hold their Lands or Houſes, and are of the 
ſame Value: For it is the true Intent and Meaning of this Act, That no 
Joynt-Tenant, or Tenant in Common, who ſhall not have for his Share Ten 
Acres of Land of the Value aforeſaid, or Lands with a Houſe, Houſes, or 
other Buildings thereon, in any of the Towns in this Iſland, of Ten Pounds 
current Money per Annum, if the ſame were equally divided, ſhall be eſteem- 
ed a Free-holder within the Meaning, Intent and Purport of this Act. 

AN p further be it Enacted by the Authority aforeſaid, That no Perſon at any 
Election of Repreſentatives or Veſtry-men for the future, {hall be deemed a 
Free-holder, qualified to elect, or be elected a Repreſentative or Veſtry-man 
in this Iſland, but ſuch who ſhall produce a Bill of Sale, or other lawful Con- 
veyance of the Lands or other Eſtate whereby he claims to be a Free-holder, 
or an atteſted Copy thereof from the Secretary's Office, which hath been ac- 
knowledged before the Governor, or Commander in Chief of this Iſland for 
the time being, or the Chief Judge of ſome Court of Common-Pleas in this 
Ifland, and duly recorded in the Secretary's Office of this Iſland, before or 
within Three Days after the firſt Publication of any Writ or Writs for Election

AN p be it further Enacted by the Authority aforeſaid, That all Lands 
and Houſes which for the future ſhall, by the Oath of Two or more credible 
Witneſſes in any of Her Majeſty's Courts in this Ifland, appear to have been 
conveyed, granted over, or obtained, with a Deſign and Intent only to qualifie 
any Perſon or Perſons to vote on any Election of Repreſentatives or Veſtry- 
men, all ſuch Lands or Houſes ſhall be, and are hereby declared to be for- 
feited to Her Majeſty, Her Heirs and Succeſſors, to and for the Uſe of the 
Fortifications of this Iſland. 

PRovi1DED always, That nothing herein be conſtrued to extend to the 
Forfeiture of ſuch Lands or Houſes as ſhall be conveyed from Fathers or Mo-

AN p foraſmuch as ſome People called Quakers, do refuſe to take an Oath, 


Be it Enacted by the Authority aforeſaid, That all ſuch People may, and they 
are hereby permitted, inſtead of taking any Oath or Oaths, as is required by 
this Law, touching their Free-holds or Qualifications, to vote, to promiſe and 
declare in the Preſence of Almighty God, that what they ſhall anſwer touching 
any Deeds produced by them, any Election of Repreſentatives or Veſtry-men, 
or to any Queſtion that ſhall be asked them touching their Free-holds or Qua- 
lifications to elect Repreſentatives for the General Aſſembly or Veſtry-men, 
ſhall be the Truth, the whole Truth, and nothing but the Truth; who, after 
having ſo made out their Free-holds, ſhall be then as capable of giving their 
Vote, as if they had taken any Oath or Oaths hereby required ; any thing in 
this ſeeming to the contrary in any wiſe notwithſtanding : And if it ſhall ap- 
pear at any time that any Perſon hath declared, in manner aforeſaid, at ſuch 
Election an Untruth or Falſe Thing concerning any ſuch Deed, or his Qualifi- 
cation of ele&ing, or being elected, and Proof thereof made before any One 
Juſtice of the Peace in this Iſland, ſuch Juſtice is hereby impowered and re- 
quired to bind the ſaid Perſon over to the Grand Seſſions, there to be proceed- 
ed againſt and puniſhed as in caſe of wiltul Perjury, and be for ever held inca- 
pable of giving any Vote at any Election in this Iſland.

ſuch Writ or Writs to ſome ſubſtantial Free-holder or Free-holders in the ſaid 
Pariſh or Pariſhes where ſuch Councillor or Councillors ſhall ſo decline, who 
are hereby impowered and required to execute the ſame : Provided ſuch Per- 
ſon do not ſtand as a Candidate to ſerve in the General Aſſembly. 

AN p be it further Enacted by the Authority aforeſaid, That no Councillor 
ſhall have any Writ directed to him fo as to oblige him to go out of the Pariſh 
where he lives or reſides, unleſs there be more Councillors than One in ſuch 
Pariſh; and in ſuch caſe the ſaid Writ or Writs ſhall be directed to the 
younger Councillor or Councillors to execute the ſame in ſome other Pariſh 
or Pariſhes as near as may be to their Place of Dwelling or Abode ; but in 
caſe there ſhall not be Councillors enough within this Iſland to execute the 
ſeveral Writs for Election of Aſſembly-men, or any of them be diſabled by 
Sickneſs to perform ſuch Duty, it ſhall and may be lawful for the Governor, 
or Commander in Chief for the time being, by and with the Advice and Con- 
ſent of the Council, to dire& ſuch Writ or Writs to ſome ſubſtantial Free- 
holder of the ſame Pariſh, ſuch as they ſhall think fir, who are hereby impow- 
ered and required to execute the ſame: Provided ſuch Perſon do not ſtand 
himſelf a Candidate in ſome Pariſh to ſerve in the General Aſſembly. 

AN p be it further Enacted by the Authority aforeſaid, That upon Calling 
an Aſſembly, all Elections throughout the Iſland ſhall begin in one Day be- 
tween the Hours of Eight and Nine in the Morning, and ſhall continue, with- 
out Interruption, until the Poll ſhall be ſhut up and finiſhed ; which ſhall not 
be before the Hour of Four in the Afternoon, unleſs it be by Conſent of all 
the Perſons who ſtand in any Pariſh for Repreſentatives to ſerve in the General 
Aſſembly; and if any Perſon ſhall vote before it be paſt Eight of the Clock in 
the Morning on any Election of Repreſentatives to ſerve in the General Aſſem- 
bly, or for Veſtry-men, or after Four of the Clock in the Afternoon, ſuch Vote 
ſhall be void to all Intents and Purpoſes whatſoever z and if it ſhall be made 
appear before the Governor, or Commander in Chief, and Council for the time 
being, that the Perſon or Perſons appointed, or to be appointed by virtue of 
this Law, to receive the Votes for Aſſembly-men or Veſtry-men, did take 
any Vote before Eight of the Clock in the Morning, or after Four of the Clock 
in the Evening, he or they ſhall forfeit and pay to Her Majeſty, Her Heirs and 
Succeſſors, the Sum of One hundred Pounds, current Money of this Iſland, 
the one Half to the Informer, and the other for the Uſe of the Fortifications 
of this Iſland; and if the Sheriff, or ſuch Perſon as ſhall be appointed to re- 
ceive the Votes at an Election of Repreſentatives, ſhall not attend at the 
Church between Eight and Nine of the Clock in the Morning, and there con- 
tinue until Four of the Clock in the Afternoon, unleſs it {hall be otherwiſe 
agreed to by the Candidates ſtanding to be choſen Repreſentatives, as afore- 
ſaid, ſuch Sheriff ſhall forfeit to Her Majeſty, Her Heirs and Succeſſors, the 
Sum of One hundred Pounds current Money, to be to the ſame Uſes, as afore- 
ſaid ; and the Sheriff appointed, as aforeſaid, ſhall, when he makes a Return 
of the Election before the Governor, or Commander in Chief, take the fol- 
lowing Oath, to be adminiſtred by the Secretary:

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Ax p foraſmuch as the Sheriffs in the reſpective Pariſhes on Elections are, 
by the aforeſaid Clauſe, obliged to attend the ſaid Election from between tlie 
Hours of Eight and Nine of the Clock in the Morning, until Four in the After- 
noon, by which Means they may be prevented from giving their Suffrage in 
any other Pariſh where they may have a Free-hold : Be it therefore Enacted 
by the Authority aforeſaid, That if any of the ſaid Sheriffs ſhall ſend his Letter 
to atiy other Sheriff within the Hours aforeſaid, ſignifying his Inclination to 
vote for any Perſons ſtanding Candidates in ſuch Pariſh, the ſaid Letter ſhall 
be deemed as good and legal a Vote as if the ſaid Sheriff had been perſonally 
preſent, and voted ; and it, upon ſuch Letter ſent, there ſhall happen to be a 
Controverted Election before the General Aſſembly, the ſame appearing upon 
Oath, ſhall be allowed to be good and valid to all Intents, Conſtructions, and 
Purpoſes whatſoever. 

AN p be it further Enacted by the Authority aforeſaid, That the Perſons to 
whom the Writs ſhall be directed, to prevent unneceſſary Diſputes and Mi- 
ſtakes, ſhall, in a Paper of ſeveral Columns, ſet down the Names of the Free- 
holders propoſed to be voted for, and ſhall cauſe each Voter to ſubſcribe his 
Name, or fet his Mark under the Perſon's Name he votes for ; and the Perſon 
to whom the Writ ſhall be directed, as aforeſaid, ſhall not admit any Man to 
ſet his Name, as aforeſaid, unleſs he be qualified to give his Vote, according 
to the true Intent and Meaning of this Law ; and the Two Perſons who ſhall 
have the Majority of Votes, ſhall be by the Sheriff returned upon Oath to be 
legally choſen ; jd that for the future it ſhall not be in the Power of the Perſon 
to whom the Writ ſhall be directed, to make any Special Return, unleſs it 
fall out that the Candidates ſhall have an equal Number of Votes. 

PRoviDED nevertheleſs, That if any Perſon who ſhall offer to vote at any 
Election of Repreſentatives or Veſtry-men, ſhall be cautions of Swearing to 
his Free-hold, not well underſtanding the Law, fo that his Vote cannot be re- 
ceived at the Election, yet if ſuch Election happen to be controverted, and his 
Free-hold ſhall appear to have been good at the time of the Election, ſuch 
Vote ſhall be allowed of, upon ſuch Controverted Election, as good to all In- 
tents and Purpoſes as if it had been taken at the Election. 

AND be it further Enacted by the Authority aforeſaid, That upon all 
Elections of Veſtry-men, the ſame Methods ſhall be taken as for Aſſembly-men, 
by the Free-holders writing down their Names in ſeveral Columns, which is 
to be done, and the Votes taken by the eldeſt Juſtice preſent ; and if no Ju- 
ſtice be preſent, then by the Veſtry-man firſt named in the Church-Books of 
the laſt Veſtry, and preſent, who has hereby the ſame Power to adminiſter any 
Oath relating to any Perſon's Free-hold, as the Sheriffs have on Election of 
Aſſembly-men ; and all Titles and Controverſies that cannot be decided at the 
ſaid Election by virtue of this Law, are to be decided before the Governor, 
or Commander in Chief for the time being, and Council, after the ſame Me-

Spring in the Pariſh of St. Philip. 


HEREAS it hath been conſtantly experienced to be the Wiſdom of 

our Anceſtors of all Nations, to preſerve, promote, and confirm, by 
wholeſome Laws, the Benefits, Bleſſings, and Emoluments granted to us for 
the general Uſe, Advantage, and publick Intereſt of the Subject: And where- 
as ſome of the ancient Inhabitants of the Pariſh of St, Philip, in the ſaid Ifland 
of Barbadoes, have, with united Charge, Labour, and Induſtry, dug and drawn 
a Rivulct in the ſaid Pariſh, commonly called The Three Houſes Spring, as 
well for the Benefit of the adjacent Inhabitants through whoſe Lands it did na- 
turally tend, and whoſe Intereſt, by means whereof, in extreme wet Years, 
did moſt and greatly ſuffer, as alſo tor the common and free Uſe and Service 
of the ſame in very dry Years, when whilſt the poor Inhabitants nor their Stock 
can ſubſiſt, without partaking of ſuch a Bleſſing, which being lately altered, 
diverted, ſtopped, and rendred uſeleſs, and many poor Families thereby redu- 
ced to great Neceſſities and Miſeries, againſt the general Service and Benefit of 
the Inhabitants of the ſaid Pariſh : For Remedy whereof, and the Prevention 
of the like Abuſes for the future, Be it Enacted by his Excellency Robert Lows- 
ther, Eſq; Captain General and Governor in Chief of this and other the Cha- 
ribbee Iſlands, Cc. the Honourable the Members of Her Majeſty's Council, and 
the General Aſſembly of this Iſland, and by the Authority of the ſame, That 
from and after Publication of this Act, it ſhall and may be lawful for all or any 
the ſaid adjacent Inhabitants, through whoſe Land the ſaid Rivulet runneth, to 
make ſuch a reaſonable Dam, and detain and draw off the ſaid Water into his 
or their Chanel, Ditch or Pond, or other neceſſary Uſe, as he or they ſhall 
think moſt proper for his or their Occaſion: Provided that no ſuch Dam, Drain, 
or Chanel be ſo taken as thereby to dry the River below them, but that there 
ſhall be always a Stream kept running down the ſaid River or Chanel to a 
Pond ſituate at the End of the ſaid River's Courſe, commonly called Brown's 


Pond; which Pond ſhall be always kept full by the Surveyors of the ſaid Pa- 


riſh for the publick Uſe; provided the Owner or Proprietor of the ſaid Pond 


do not debar any Perſon from watering thereat, but that at all times it may 
and ſhall be free for any the ſaid Pariſhoners to water their Stock thereat. 
AND it is hereby further Provided, and it is the Intent and Meaning of this 
Act, That no Perſon or Perſons whatſoever ſhall at any time make a Dam, or 
keep any Branch or Drain of the ſaid River into his Land longer than the Space 
of Eight and forty Hours at a time, but then ſhall break down his ſaid Dam, or 


ſtop his ſaid Chanel or Chanels that did convey the Water into his Foun, 
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other Receptacle, and thereby permit the River to run without Let, ſo that 
the Perſon next below him and adjacent with the River, may have the like 
. der a and Advantage for the like limited Times, and ſo ſucceſſively 
each adjacent Perſon, as they fall in Courſe, along the Banks of the ſaid River: 
And that any Two Juſtices of the Peace of the ſaid Pariſh ſhall and are hereb 

authorized and fully impowered, from time to time, as oft as Occafion ſhall 
require, to ſummon and command the ſworn Surveyors of the High-ways, or 
any Two of them, to view the ſaid Rivulet, Stream, or Water-courſe, iſſuing 
and running from the Spring of Water, commonly called The Three Houſes Spring, 
and order that the ſaid Surveyors run, lay out, and appoint the ſaid Rivulet or 
Stream to be run and carried in manner aforeſaid, and in the ſame Chanel, and 
through the ſame Lands and Plantations as formerly, when firſt dug, and fince 
continued and uſed, without the Let, Hindrance, Alteration, or Diſturbance 
of any Perſon or Perſons whatſoever, except as above expreſs d; and that it 
ſhall and may be lawtul and free for ſuch of the ſaid Inhabitants as are willing 
and deſirous to promote the Common Good and Benefit of the ſaid Pariſh, to- 
gether with the Surveyors aforeſaid, to have free Liberty, Licence, and Power, 
at the Direction, Order, and Appointment of the ſaid Juſtices and Surveyors, 
to clear, cleanſe, open, cut, and ſcour the ſaid Rivulet, Stream, or Water- 
courſe, in order to make it more uſeful, beneficial, and commodious to the 
ſaid Inhabitants, as well in general as adjacent, without Prejudice to the Lands 
and Plantations of any particular adjacent Perſon. And further, if it ſhall be 


for the greater Benefit and publick Advantage of the Inhabitants aforeſaid, ſuch 


Juſtices and Surveyors, as aforeſaid, are hereby impowered to order the ſaid 
Rivulet to be further opened and enlarged, cut, cleared, amended, and re- 
formed, as to their Judgment and Diſcretion {hall ſeem juſt and reaſonable, 
and to make the ſame more uſeful and commodious, and alſo to prevent the 
ſame from overflowing and becoming in great Rains and Floods injurious or 
any ways prejudicial to the Lands and Plantations of the ſaid adjacent Inhabi- 
rants, as frequently heretofore hath been, to their great Damage, and to cauſe 
ſuch Ponds or Sucks to be dug, from time to time, at the Charge of the ſaid 
adjacent Inhabitants of the Pariſh, as may render the ſame effectual and uſeful 
to the Publick. 

AND it is hereby further Enacted, Thar it ſhall and may be lawtul for the 
ſaid Juſtices, on Complaint of any of the Inhabitants aforeſaid, that they, or any 
of them, are hindred, letted, prejudiced, injured, oppoſed, or prevented in 
the Works aforeſaid, or of any Nuſance, to do all ſuch lawful Acts and Things 
as may be thought neceſſary to preſerve the Peace, and puniſh Offenders againſt 
this Law, according as the ſame ſhall appear juſt and legal unto them ; and 
for the free Uſe thereof it ſhall and may be lawful for the ſaid Juſtices, to and 
with the Surveyors aforeſaid, at all time and times, as it ſhall appear expedi- 
ent, to lay out ſuch convenient and fit Foot-Path or Foot-Paths, not exceeding 
Two Foot in Breadth, by the Side of the ſaid River or Water-courſe, as they 
in Prudence {hall think proper, for the free Uſe and Acceſs to the Rivulet or 
Water-courſe, and to all and every the neceſſary and convenient Parts thereof.

this Iſland ſhall for the future be certain of the Length, Breadth, and Thick- 
neſs of Boards, Planks, Staves, Heading, and Shingles, Be it Enacted by his 
Excellency Robert Lowther, Eſq; Captain General and Governor in Chief of 
this and other the Charibbee Iſlands, lying and being to Windward of Guarde- 
loupe, &c. the Honourable the Members of Her Majeſty's Council, and the 
General Aſſembly of this Iſland, and by the Authority of the ſame, That if 
any Perſon or Perſons ſhall, upon or after the Firſt Day of January, in the Year 
of our Lord God One thouſand ſeven hundred and thirteen, import into the 
Iſland aforeſaid any Boards, Planks, Staves, Heading, and Shingles, of any other 
Length, Breadth, and Thickneſs, than is or are herein after mentioned and ex-

Night, and do ſuch Duty there as the Governor, or Commander in Chief of 
this Iſland, ſhall appoint ; - which ſaid Watch or Guard is hereby required to 
take particular Care, that no Negro or Negroes whatſoever be admitted to 
enter within the Doors or Gates of the Magazine. And the ſaid Officer and 
Men ſhall be paid, and receive out of the Money ariſing from the Duty on 
Strong Liquors, the ſeveral Salaries following, viz. the Officer the Sum of 
Forty five Pounds per Annum, and unto each Man under his Command the 
Sum of Twenty five Pounds per Annum, by an Order from the Governor, or 
Commander in Chief of this Iſland for the time being, by and with the Advice 
and Conſent of His Majeſty's Council of this Ifland, to be paid unto the Offi- 
cer of the Magazine at Four equal Payments in the Year from the Publication 
of this Act; and the ſaid Officer of the Magazine is hereby required to pay 
unto the ſaid Men under his Command, their Shares of the ſame within Two 
Days after his Receipt thereof; and upon Failure in the Officer, he ſhall forfeit 
double the Sum to each Party grieved, to be recovered by Complaint to the 
next Juſtice of the Peace, as in caſe of Servants Wages. And the ſaid Officer 
and Men ſhall be furniſhed with Arms and Ammunition out of the Magazine 
for the Service aforeſaid, and {hall be accountable for the ſame. 

Ax p whereas it is highly neceſſary, that the ſeveral Men appointed as 
Guards to the ſeveral Forts, Bays, Batteries, and Magazine of this Iſland, ſhould 
receive their ſeveral Salaries with as ſmall Charge and Trouble as may be; 
Be it Enacted by the Authority aforeſaid, That the Chief Gunners of the re- 
ſpective Diviſions to which they belong, and the Officer of the Magazine, ſhall, 

om time to time, as their ſeveral Salaries become due, deliver in upon Oath 
to the Secretary of this Iſland for the time being, a true and juſt Account of 
what ſhall be due to themſelves, Under-Gunners, Matroſſes, and Men upon 
Guard at the Magazine; and the ſaid Secretary, or his lawful Deputy, is here- 
by impowered and required to adminiſter the ſaid Oath to every of the ſaid 
Chief Gunners, and Officer of the Magazine, that the ſaid Account delivered 
unto him by them of the Salaries due to themſelves, Under-Gunners, Ma- 
troſſes, and Men at the Magazine, are really and bona fide due: Whereupon 
the ſaid Secretary is hereby required to certifie the ſame, and annex ſuch Ac- 
count and Certificate to a Petition directed to the Governor, or Commander 
in Chief for the time being, and Council, in the Name of each of the ſaid 
Chief Gunners, and Officer of the Magazine, wherein ſhall be inſerted the 
particular Salaries due to themſelves, Under-Gunners, Matroſſes, and Men

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Party or Parties grieved, the Sum of Twenty Pounds current Money, to be 
recovered before any One of His Majeſty's Juſtices of the Peace, as in caſe of 


Servants Wages. 
AN p be it further Enacted by the Authority aforeſaid, That whenever the 


Governor, or Commander in Chief of this Iſland, ſhall command the Militia 


of this Iſland on Duty at the ſeveral Forts, Bays, and Batteries of this Iſland 


(except in caſe of Alarums, Inſurrections, or Invaſions) the ſeveral Salaries 
appointed by this Act to the Gunners, Under-Gunners, Matroſſes, Officer and 
Men upon Guard at the Magazine, ſhall ceaſe, and become void, ſo long as 
the ſaid Militia ſhall remain upon _ and upon their being again diſchar- 
ged, the ſaid Salaries ſhall reſpectively revive and be continued in manner 
abovementioned. 

Ap be it further Enacted by the Authority aforeſaid, That the ſeveral 
Gunners, Under-Gunners, and Matroſſes, as alſo the Officer and Men at the 
Magazine, appointed, or to be appointed by virtue of this Act, ſhall, before 
they enter upon ſuch Duty, take the Oaths appointed to be taken inſtead of 
the Oaths of Allegiance and Supremacy, and declare and ſubſcribe the Teſt, to 
be adminiſtred to them by the Colonels of the ſeveral and reſpective Diviſions 
to which they belong. 

An p be it further Enacted by the Authority aforeſaid, That there ſhall be 
One Maſter-Gunner and Six Matroſſes employed to take Care of the Ordnance 
at Pilgrims; and that the ſaid Mafter-Gunner thall receive for his Salary at and 
after the Rate of Forty Pounds current Money per Annum, and each Matroſs 
after the Rate of Twenty five Pounds of like Money per Annum ; which Sala- 
ries ſhall be paid out of the Duty ariſing on Wines and other Strong Liquors 
imported, in the ſame manner as herein before is appointed for the other Gun- 
ners and Matroſſes, employed or to be employed by virtue of this Act. 

A ND whereas ſeveral indirect Practices have been heretofore made uſe of 
by the ſeveral Colonels and other Officers within this Iſland, to prevent ſuch 
Perſon or Perſons as were Free-holders, on Guard under their ſeveral Com- 
mands, from giving their free and voluntary Suffrages upon Elections of Aſſem- 
bly and Veſtry-men, by confining ſuch Free-holders, or otherwiſe miſuſing 
them with great Severity, if they voted contrary to their Officers Inclinations : 
For Remedy thereof, and Prevention of ſuch evil Practices, Be it Enacted by

AN db be it further Enacted by the Authority aforeſaid, That in caſe any 
Ship or other Veſſel ſhall attempt to go or depart from any the Ports of this 
Iſland, without due Clearances from all and every the Offices appointed by 
Law, as alfo from the chief Fort where ſach Ships ſhall ride or be at Anchor, 
it ſhall be lawful for the Chief Gunner, or any the Under-Gunners of ſuch 
Fort, to give Directions for the Diſcharge of fo many Guns, with great Shot, 
as ſhall be neceſſary to ſtop or prevent ſuch Ship or Veſſel from departing ; and 
in caſe any Ship or other Veſſel ſhall ſuſtain any Damage by means thereof, the 
ſaid Chief Gunner, Under-Gunner, or Matroſs, ſhall not be liable to any For- 
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feiture, Loſs, or Damage, but ſhall be, and is hereby exempted, acquitted, 
and diſcharged therefrom ; and upon any Action which ſhall be brought againſt 
the Captain Gunner, or other Chief Gunner, Under-Gunner, or Matroſs, be- 
cauſe of any Damage which ſhall be ſo ſuſtained, it ſhall be lawful to plead

W HERE As there hath been of late a very great Mortality among the 
Horſes and other live Stock in this Iſland, notwithſtanding which ſome 
Perſons for Lucre and Gain have exported great Numbers of Horſes and Aſſes 
from this Iſland to other Parts, to the great Prejudice of this Place and People : 
Be it therefore Enacted by his Excellency Robert Lowther, Eſq; Captain General 
and Governor in Chief of this and other the Charibbee Iſlands to Windward of 
Guardeloupe, &c. the Honourable the Members of His Majeſty's Council, and 
the General Aſſembly of this Iſland, and by the Authority of the ſame, That 
from and immediately after the Publication of this Act, every Perſon whatſo- 
ever who ſhall ſhip off or export, or cauſe to be ſhipped off or exported from 
this Iſland to any Part whatſoever, any Horſe or Horſes, Aſs or Aſſes, ſhall 
pay, and is hereby made liable to a Tax of Twenty Pounds current Money 
for every ſuch Horſe or Aſs, the ſame to be paid to the Treaſurer of this 
Illand for the time being; and if any Perſon whatſoever, ſo ſhipping or ex- 

rting, or cauſing to be ſhipped or exported ſuch Horſes or Aſſes, ſhall neg- 
ect or refuſe to pay the ſaid Tax to the ſaid Treaſurer within Twenty four 
Hours after ſuch Shipping or Exportation, he or they ſo neglecting or refuſing, 
ſhall forfeit and pay double the ſaid Sum for each Horſe or Aſs 10 * or 
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ſhipped off, to be levied by Execution under the Hand and Seal of the Trea- 
ſurer for the time being, directed to any Conſtable, upon any the Goods, 
Chartels, or other Effects of the Perſon offending, and in Default thereof, then

W HERE As the ſeveral Fortifications of this Iſland are at this time very 
much gone to Decay, and it being abſolutely neceſſary for the Honour 
of the Government, as well as the Safety of this Place, that the ſaid Fortifica- 
tions ſhould be well and ſufficiently repaired, and at all times for the future 
kept and preſerved in a good Poſture of Defence: Be it Enacted by his Excel- 
lency Robert Lowther, Eſq; Captain General and Governor in Chief of this 
and other the Charibbee Iſlands, lying and being to Windward of Guardeloupe, 
the Honourable the Members of His Majeſty's Council, and the General Aſ- 
ſembly of this Iſland, and by the Authority of the ſame, That every Per- 
ſon in this Iſland, being ſeized or poſſeſſed of Ten or more Acres of Land 
in Right of him, her, or themſelves, or in the Right or Occupation of any 
other Perſon or Perſons, ſhall, and is hereby obliged, under the Penalties herein 
after mentioned, aſſoon and as often as thereto required by the Commiſſioners

Perſons whatſoever, touching or concerning the Value of any Houſe or Houſes, 
or the Number or Numbers of Slaves, in any Perſon's Poſſeſſion. 

AN p be it further Enacted by the Authority aforeſaid, That every Perſon 
or Perſons, who by this Act are, or ſhall be . to ſend any Number of

AND to the end the Service may not be neglected by reaſon of thoſe almoſt 
fatal Diſtruſts which the Creditors of the Publick have lately had, in being 
punctually paid ws Debt legally contracted ; but inſtead thereof, that the Pub- 
lick Faith may be held, and at all times kept inviolable : Be it Enacted by the 
Authority aforeſaid, That immediately when any Certificates of the Commiſ- 
ſioners ſhall be preſented to his Excellency and Council, or the Commander in 
Chief and Council for the time being, they ſhall, and his Excellency and 
Council are hereby humbly requeſted to give the greateſt Diſpatch thereto, that 
the Nature of the Caſe will admit, ſo that their Order on the Treaſurer to 
pay ſuch Sum or Sums, ſo certified to be expended on the Fortifications, may 
be ſpeedily paid; and in caſe the Treaſurer ſhall negle& to comply with the 
ſame within a Fortnight after a Tender of ſuch Order made, provided there

with iſſue Execution againſt the proper Eſtate of the ſaid Treaſurer, for the

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Ax p whereas the greateſt Deſtruction which the Trenches are ſubje& to,

Affairs of the Crown in this Iſland have often been entruſted to the Manage- 
ment of ſuch Licentiates, and ſeveral of them have had the Honour of ſerving 
as Attorneys and Solicitors General here, in which Poſts they have ſo well 
behaved themſelves, that upon tranſmitting an Account of their Proceedings to 
Great Britain, they have received the Royal Approbation; and we have alſo 
found by Experience, that many of thoſe Licentiates have exceeded ſome of 
the regular Barriſters themſelves, who have practiſed here, as well in their 
Skill and Knowledge in the Law, as in their other Accompliſhments: And 
whereas ſeveral Doubts and Scruples have of late been moved by ſome envious 
and ill-meaning Perſons concerning the Lawfulneſs and Validity of the ſaid 
Cuſtom or Uſage, with a Deſign of excluding ſuch Licentiates as are at preſent 
engaged in the Practice of the Law here, though otherwiſe Men of unque- 
ſtionable Characters and Abilities, and of preventing others from being admit- 
ted for the future; which Deſign, if it ſhould take Effect, would not only ruin 
the Fortunes and Families of thoſe injured Practicers, but would alſo tend very

W HERE As ſome Perſons in this Iſland, intending to defeat the Publick of 
the Duty ariſing by virtue of the beforementioned Act, have, after the 
Arrival of Ships and other Veſſels at this Iſland with Negroes and other Slaves, 
contracted for, or bought up great Numbers of ſuch Negroes, and them have 
removed on board of other Veſſels, and exported them to other Places, with- 
out landing them in this Iſland; by which Means they have evaded the Pay- 
ment of ſuch Duty, againſt the true Intent and Meaning of the beforemention- 
ed Law: Be it therefore Enacted by his Excellency Robert Lowther, Eſq; Cap- 
tain General and Governor in Chief of this and other the Charibbee Iſlands, lying 
and being to Windward of Guardeloupe, &c. the Honourable the Members of 
His Majeſty's Council, and the General Aſſembly of this Iſland, and by the 
Authority of the ſame, That no Negroes or other Slaves whatſoever, which 
ſhall for the future be once imported this Ifland, ſhall be exempted from pay- 
ing the Duty of Five Shillings a Head; but ſuch only which ſhall be within Forty 
eight Hours exported in the ſame Ship or Veſſel wherein they were brought 
and imported; and even in that caſe before any ſuch Ship or other Veſſel, ex-

W HERE As in purſuance of an Act of this Iſland, Intituled, An Act 
concerning Veſiries, the Free-holders of the Pariſhes of St. Michael and 
St. Peter All Saints, did meet on the Second Monday in January laſt, in order 
to chuſe a Veſtry for each of the ſaid Pariſhes; but it ſo happened, that ſome 
of the Candidates in each Pariſh had an equal Number of Votes, by means 
whereof it cannot be known who were duly elected Veſtry-men in the ſaid 
Pariſhes, and therefore the ſaid Pariſhes are now without Veſtries : And where- 
as by the aforeſaid Act there is no other Day appointed for the Free-holders to

all and every Perſon and Perſons, who became any ways bound, or 
who entred into any Obligation or Obligations, Bond or Bonds, unto the Ho- 
nourable John Holder, Eſq; for any Sum or Sums of Money which they had 
been ſeverally credited for by virtue of the late repealed Act, ſhould, and they 
were by the ſaid Act obliged and required to pay unto the Commiſſioners by 
the ſaid Act appointed, or either of them, the reſpective Sums of Money for 
which they were ſo ſeverally bound, at or before the Expiration of the reſpe-

acted by his Excellency Robert Lowther, Eſq; Captain General and Governor 
in Chief of this and other the Charibbee Iſlands to Windward of Guardeloupe, &c.

bly of this Iſland, and by the Authority of the ſame, That if any Maſter of any 
Ship, Sloop, or other Veſſel whatſoever, {hall preſume, from and after the Thirty

PRoviDed always, That nothing herein contained, ſhall extend or be 
conſtrued to impeach or make void any of the Debts or Incumbrances where- 
with the ſaid Meſſuages or Tenemems, Land, and Negro Slaves, or any of 
them, or any Part thereof, is or ate, or ought to be charged and burthened; 
but that all ſuch Debts or Incumbrances whatſoever, ſhall be and continue pay- 
able and recoverable in the ſame manner as the ſame were and ſhould — 
been before the Paſſing of this Act; any thing herein contained to the contrary 
thereof in any wiſe notwithſtanding.
